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Carter  would  have  liked  to  escape  from  the  grouji. 
He  Ijegan  to  siisiject  that  in  leaving  Moneytoburn  U>  fiml 
adventures  in  the  Garden  he  had  made  a  mistake.  His 
iiiea  had  l)een  that  Moneytoburn,  interested  only  in  the 
practical  side  of  poultry  culture,  W(juld  l>e  attracted  by 
the  exhibits  of  incubators,  l>rooders,  appliances  and 
siqiplies,  and  would  fall  into  the  hands  of  deimmstrators 
and  .salesmen  who  would  probably  .sell  him  a  great  many 
things  they  did  not  need— things  which  he.  Carter, 
Would  sub.sequently  explain  and  prove  were  wiirthle.ss  or 
inferior  to  the  things  he  approve*] ;  thereby  incidentally 
demonstrating  to  this  rather  troublesome  emphjyer  his 
own  incapacity  for  these  details  and  the  advisability  of 
relying  more  on  his  manager's  advice,  and  giving  him 
more  of  a  free  hand  in  such  matters.

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Conditions  of  the  Profitable  Growing  of  Geese 


IIKX  thec-onditioiiH  ;iro  favoniblo  tliere  is  no  form 
of  utility  poultry  kwpiu-;  tiiat  ean  be  more 
contidently  recominendod  than  tiic  roariiij;  of 
gosliugf-,  and  yet  notwithstanding:  the  manifold  advan- 
tages possessed  by  this  branch,  there  is  none  more 
neglected  at  the  present  time.  My  observations  have 
extended  both  to  the  United  States  and  to  the  continent 
of  Kiirope,  and  while  there  are  certain  European  coun- 
tries where  the  rearing  of  goslings  is  extensively  carried 
on,  yet,  generally  speaking,'  not  one-fourth  so  much  is 
attempted  as  should  be  the  case.  Not  only  is  the  breed- 
ing of  gee.^e  very  profitable  on  account  of  the  economic 
value  of  the  birds,  but  also  because  they  cost  so  little  to 
maintain,  as  after  the  first  six  weeks  or  two  months  they 
are  able  to  support  themselves,  provided  they  are  given 
access  to  a  go(xl  meadow.  Geese  are  really  grazing 
birds,  and  upon  tolerably  good  pasture  they  require  no 
extra  feeding.  It  is  sometimes  stated  that  other  classes 
of  stock  will  not  follow  geese;  this  has  never  been  my 
experience,  unless  the  land  was  overcrow^ded,  in  which 
case  it  would  apply  ecpially  to  any  class  of  poultry.  It  is 
a  fact,  however,  that  geese  quickly  taint  the  soil,  and  it 
is  therefore  of  the  utmost  importance  to  carefully  guard 
against  this.  It  is  of  no  use  whatever .  endeavoring  to 
raise  geese  uijon  a  small  area  of  land ;  only  those  who 
have  an  abundance  of  space  at  their  disposal  should 
attempt  this  branch,  as  otherwise  failure  is  almost  cer- 
tain to  ensue.  Upon  waste  or  common  land  they  thrive 
remarkal)ly  well,  and  there  are  thousands  of  acres  in 
this  and  other  countries  put  to  no  practical  use  at  the 
present  time,  that  could  support  huge  flocks  of  geese. 
Not  only  do  the  birds  thrive  well  upon  such  land,  but 
they  very  (jnickly  have  a  Ijeneficial  effect  upon  the  pas- 
ture. A  striking  example  of  this  came  undermy  notice 
a  little  while  ago.  Upon  a  large  farm  in  one  of  our  Mid- 
land counties  there  were  about  thirty  acres  of  extremely 
poor  land,  which  neither  paid  to  cultivate  nor  yet  to  cut 
for  grass,  and  the  only  use  to  which  the  land  was  ever 
put  was  as  an  occasional  run  for  sheep.  The  farmer, 
who  is  a  great  believer  in  ulility  poultry,  determined  to 
do  his  utmost  to  improve  this  plot  of  land,  and  he  stocked 
it  heavily  w  ith  geese  for  about  six  years,  at  the  end  of 
which  time  he  had  converted  a  piece  of  poor  valueless 
land  into  a  tolerably  good  pasture.  What  he  did  others 
can  do  also,  and  there  are  thousands  of  similar  plots 
which  could  be  so  improved. 

The  trade  in  geese  is  divided  into  two  distinct  seasons, 
and  at  no  other  time  of  the  year  is  there  any  great 
demand.  The  seasons  are  Christmas  and  :Michaelmas. 
At  the  latter  time  the  demand  is  considerably  more  lim- 
ited, but  at  Christmas  any  quantity  of  well  prepared, 
well  developed  birds  can  be  dispo.sed  of.  The  prices 
procurable  forgee.se  are  not  quite  so  high  as  was  formerly 
the  case,  the  average  figure  for  really  good  specimens 
being  about  17  to  20  cents  per  lb. ;  l)ut  at  this  pri(;e  there 
is  a  good  margin  for  profit,  considering  the  fact  that  no 
other  class  of  birds  can  be  so  cheaply  or  so  easily  reared. 
It  is  difficult  to  determine  exactly  how  much  of  the 
price  oljtained  is  profit,  but  a  large  goose  raiser  told  me 
just  before  Christmas  tliat  under  favorable  conditions 
about  45  ]ier  cent  should  be  net  gain.  This  is  certainly 
a  considerably  higher  percentage  than  that  yielded  by 
any  other  class  of  fowds,  and  looking  at  the  matter  from 
this  standpoint  the  rearing  and  management  of  geese 
is  one  of  the  most  lucrative  branches  of  the  poultry 
industry. 

The  housing  of  geese  is  quite  a  simple  matter,  and 
elaborate  or  costly  houses  are  unnecessary,  though  they 
must  be  well  made  and  on  no  account  drafty.  Geese  do 
not,  of  course,  perch,  but  sleep  upon  the  ground,  and 
thus  a  low  house— one  about  4  feet  high— answers  the 
purpose  well.  It  should  be  made  with  a  sliding  shutter 
in  front  which  during  warm  weather  can  remain  open  all 
night,  as  geese  require  an  abundance  of  fresh  air ;  when 
ciioped  up  in  close  sheds  they  are  not  so  healthy,  and  are 
much  more  liable  to  produce  weak  and  delicate  goslings. 
Upon  many  farms  there  is  a  shed  or  outbuilding  which, 
with  a  little  alteration,  makes  an  excellent  house.  The 
floor  sliould  be  generously  covered  with  litter;  straw, 
dried  leaves,  bracken,  or  some  such  material  making  t\w. 
best  covering.  The  ground  itself  should  form  the  floor, 
as  wood,  cement,  and  bricks  are  all  unsuitable. 

With  geese  more  than  with  any  other  class  of  poultry 
is  the  cost  of  feeding  important,  owing  to  the  fact  that 


t  iiey  RHiuire  a  large  quantity  of  food  to  keep  them  in  good 
(Dudition,  and  also  because  the  prices  for  finished  speci- 
mens have  shown  a  roMluction  during  recent  years.  -As 
alieady  stated,  geese  are  grazing  birds,  and  when  given 
access  to  a  good  meadow  are  well  able  to  support  them- 
selves. During  the  time  of  year  that  the  grass  is  growing 
they  should  be  allowed  lull  freedom,  wandering  about  at 
will  during  tlie  day,  and  returning  at  night  for  shelter. 
AVhen  such  a  plan  as  this  can  be  followed  they  require 
very  little  extra  food,  with  the  result  that  the  miller's 
bill— the  banc  of  the  poultry  keeper's  life— is  greatly 
reduced.  In  fact  the  birds  will  thrive  better  entirely 
upon  green  stuff  than  upon  meal  or  grain.  In  arable 
districts,  where  good  pasture  is  at  a  premium,  another 
mode  of  operation  must  be  adopted.  In  this  case  many 
goose  farmers  are  in  the  habit  of  growing  green  crops 
merely  for  the  geese,  one  of  the  best  being  oats.  When 
the  blades  are  about  ten  inches  above  the  ground  the 
gee.se  are  turned  in,  and  will  thrive  excellently  upon  the 
succulent  green  food.  In  East  Anglia,  where  so  many 
geese  are  raised,  it  is  customary  to  feed  off  roots  by  geese 
in  the  same  manner  as  by  sheep.  I  was  recently  assured 
by  a  large  farmer  that  the  birds  ate  the  roots  as  close  to 
the  ground  as  did  the  sheep,  and — what  was  equally  as 
important — manured  the  land  just  as  well. 

While  a  pond  or  streani  is  by  no  means  necessary  to 
the  geese,  it  is  advantageous  to  allow  them  access  to 
water  in  which  they  can  swim.  Unlike  ducks,  however, 
this  is  not  necessary  to  ensure  fertile  eggs,  and  the  germs 
are  equally  strong  with  or  without  this  advantage.  It 
should  be  remembered  that  geese  do  not  attain  maturity 
until  they  are  two  years  old,  and  the  geese  and  the  gan- 
der should  not  bo/Jt  be  under  this  age.  A  year  old  bird 
should  be  mated  with  two  year  old  geese,  and  vice  versa. 
This  will  have  a  much  better  eftect  upon  the  goslings, 
making  them  hardier  and  more  vigorous,  and  causing 
them  to  ultimately  attain  a  greater  size.  Only  unrelated 
stock  birds  shoukl  be  used,  and  those  only  that  are  in 
perfect  health.  Young  geese  commence  to  lay  about  the 
middle  of  February  or  the  beginning  of  March,  and 
altiiough  it  is  not  altogether  advisable  to  breed  from 
young  stock,  yet  if  early  goslings  are  required  it  is  neces- 
sary. Goslings  from  young  birds  do  not  grow  so  quickly 
as  do  those  from  older  stock ;  but  if  the  parents  are  well 
bred,  and  not  at  all  weakly  or  small  in  size,  they  may  be 
used  without  much  fear.  The  eggs  should  be  removed 
from  the  nest  as  laid,  because  if  this  is  not  done,  so  soon 
as  the  goose  has  laid  about  fifteen  she  will  evince  a 
desire  to  sit;  but  if  the  eggs  are  systematically  taken 
away,  she  will  probably  lay  thirty  to  forty.  The  eggs 
that  are  removed  may  be  placed  under  hens,  giving 
three  or  four  to  each,  according  to  the  size  of  the  bird. 
For  this  purpose  large  sized  birds  should  be  chosen,  and 
generally  those  of  the  Brahma  type  selected.  The  period 
of  hatching  is  thirty  days,  and  it  is  a  good  plan  to  occa- 
sionally sprinkle  the  eggs  with  tepid  water  during  this 
time.  The  difficulty  with  goose  eggs  is  that  the  inner 
membrane  or  skin  becomes  tough  and  thick,  and  as  a 
result  the  gosling  has  a  difficulty  in  making  its  way  out 
of  the  shell.  It  is  fotmd  that  if  the  eggs  are  sprinkled 
with  tepid  water  immediately  before  the  hen  returns 
after  she  has  been  fed  and  watered,  it  will  greatly  facili- 
tate the  exit  of  the  gosling. 

There  is  a  saying  in  some  parts  of  England:  "  There 
is  no  need  to  rear  goslings;  they  rear  themselves." 
While  this  is,  of  course,  an  exaggeration,  no  class  of 
poultry  is  so  easy  to  rear  as  are  goslings.  They  require 
very  little  attention;  they  are  hardy  and  strong;  they 
grow  quickly;  and  they  very  soon  become  independent 
and  able  to  look  after  themselves.  Unlike  chickens, 
goslings  require  very  little  brooding,  and  at  the  end  of 
a  week  or  ten  days  they  may  be  removed  to  a  large 
roomy  coop  or  small  shed,  and  kept  in  flocks  of  about 
twenty  or  twenty-five.  During  the  first  fortnight  it  is 
inadvisable  to  allow  them  much  freedom,  as  they  are  so 
liable  to  wander  away  from  home,  and,  becoming 
fatigued,  to  be  itnable  to  find  their  way  back  again.  A 
run  should  be  placed  around  the  coop  during  this  time, 
a.s  a  little  exercise  is  beneficial.  The  coop  must  rest 
upon  the  ground,  as  a  wooden  floor  almost  invariably 
causes  cramp  and  leg  weakness  —  about  the  only  com- 
plaints.from  which  goslings  sufTer.  An  abundance  of 
shade  is  necessary  for  the  successful  rearing  of  goslings, 
and  till!  coop,  if  possible,  should  lie  placed  under  the  lee 


of  a  liedge  or  wood ;  if  no  such  place  is  available,  .some 
artificial  shelter  should  be  erected. 

The  question  of  feeding  during  the  first  few  weeks  is 
of  the  greatest  importance,  and  the  aim  should  be  to 
lay  the  foundation  of  a  strong  and  large  frame  upon 
which  the  flesh  can  afterwards  be  laid.  The  exact  sys- 
tem of  feeding  followed  varies  greatly  in  different  parts 
of  the  country,  but  the  main  point  of  importance  is  not 
so  mitch  the  actual  food  supplied,  but  rather  that  it 
shall  contain  a  goodly  percentage  of  albuminoids,  as 
the.se  are  necessary  in  order  to  build  up  a  strong  frame. 
Unless  the  birds  are  fed  during  the  first  few  months 
upon  nutritious  foods,  they  will  not  attain  so  large  a 
size,  and  consequently  they  will  not  prove  so  profitable. 
I  think  it  pays,  during  the  first  day  or  two,  to  feed  on 
hard  boiled  eggs,  chopped  up,  mixed  with  biscuit  meal 
or  ground  oats,  and  moistened  with  a  little  skim  milk  or 
warm  water.  Many  breeders  never  think  it  worth 
while  to  employ  hard  boiled  eggs  for  goslings,  but  as 
they  are  exceedingly  cheap  during  the  spring  months 
the  cost  is  comparatively  small.  The  skim  milk  requires 
to  be  fresh,  as  if  at  all  sour  it  has  an  injurious  effect 
upon  the  goslings.  It  is  a  good  plan,  if  the  supply  is 
plentiful,  to  provide  it,  rather  than  water,  for  drinking. 
After  a  couple  of  days  the  eggs  may  be  discontinued, 
and  the  birds  fed  solely  upon  cooked  foods,  mixed  into 
the  consistency  termed  "crumbly  moist."  It  seems  to 
be  a  very  common  idea  that  geese  do  best  upon  sloppy 
foods,  but  this  has  not  been  my  experience.  I  have 
always  found  that  the  birds  thrive  better  and  develop 
quicker  upon  fairly  dry  than  upon  wet  foods,  as  they 
are  liable,  for  one  thing,  to  take  more  into  their  crops  at 
once.  A  variety  of  foods  may  be  supplied  to  the  birds 
after  the  first  few-  days,  when  the  eggs  have  been  discon- 
tinued, but  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  to  remember 
that  cheap  foods  must,  as  far  as  possible,  be  employed, 
as  geese  are  huge  eaters,  and  will  quickly  consume  all  the 
profit  if  expensive  foods  are  u.sed.  For  this  reason 
ground  oats,  though  an  excellent  food,  must  be  used 
sparingly,  as  its  price  prohibits  its  too  liberal  use. 
Barley  and  wheat  meals  are  the  cliief  ones  employed, 
and,  considering  their  feeding  value  and  price,  are 
excellent  for  the  purpose.  Wheat,  too,  is  another  good 
food,  but  it  should  be  scalded,  as  it  is  too  indigestible 
raw.  It  is  a  good  plan  to  scald  the  wheat,  and  dry  oflF 
with  barley  meal  or  middlings,  as  this  forms  a  good 
preparation,  one  which  the  birds  eat  readily,  and  upon 
which  they  thrive  well. 

When  the  birds  are  eight  or  ten  weeks  old  they  may 
be  given  whole  grain,  and  wheat  is  especially  useful  for 
this  purpose.  Ground  bones  may  be  given  in  small 
quantities,  as  these  assist  in  building  up  a  strong  frame 
upon  which  the  flesh  can  afterwards  be  laid.  Onions, 
also,  are  useful  for  rearing  goslings,  and  if  mixed  in 
small  quantities  with  the  food  the  goslings  will  derive 
great  benefit,  and  will,  moreover,  eat  their  food  with 
greater  relish. 

As  soon  as  the  corn  is  off,  it  is  an  excellent  jjlan  to 
allow  the  birds  to  run  over  the  stitbble,  where  they  can 
pick  up  a  lot  of  natural  food.  In  many  parts  of  the 
country  it  is  common  to  send  out  a  flock  of  goslings  in 
charge  of  a  boy  who  takes  them  to  a  certain  place  to 
feed,  looks  after  them  all  day,  and  brings  them  back  at 
night.  One  lad  can  attend  to  a  large  number,  so  that 
the  question  of  labor  is  only  a  small  one.  "WTien  they 
are  treated  in  this  manner,  all  they  require  is  a  little  meal 
in  the  morning,  and  some  corn  after  they  have  returned 
for  the  night.  On  wet  days  they  should  not  be  allowed 
out  at  all,  but  kept  in  the  house  and  ritn.  Goslings  can 
be  bought  in  the  summer  for  50  or  60  cents  apiece,  and 
less;  and  if  put  on  stubble,  as  already  indicated,  they 
will  not  be  long  before  they  turn  the  scale  at  a  dozen  and 
more  pounds,  so  it  is  easy  to  .see  that,  after  the  expense 
of  feeding  and  labor,  there  is  a  large  margin  left  for 
profit.

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The  Experiment  Club — Its  Object  and  Method. 

E\  <  »N'K  wlio  takes  mndi  intereet  in  poultry  is  at  times  puzzled  by  conHicting 
I  .!>  111.  iitSiUKl  clainiH,  and  seemingly  contradictory  evidence  in  regard  tothings 
III  ii,L.  II -t  to  tlie  poultry  keeijer.  Di.scussions— controversies— growing  out  of 
sueii  conflicts  ircrve  to  lix  att<!ntion  on  the  jxjints  involved.  Sometimes  they  also  ser\'e 
to  give  publicity,  and  i)erhaps  profit,  to  the  persons  involved. 

iJiit  huwcvt  r  valuables  Kuch  discussion  or  controversy  may  \>c  as  an  interesting 
feature  in  journalism,  and  however  Ix'neficial  it  may  txj  to  the  individual  here  and 
there  who  manages  to  draw  from  it  information  or  conclusions  w  hich  he  can  turn  to 
account  in  his  own  practice,  it  is  rare  indeed  that  through  them  we  come  to  any  con- 
vincing gcni-ral  conclusions.. 

(Jne  reason— iKjrl  laps  the  principal  reason  for  this  is  that  the  experiences  and  observa- 
tions compared  in  the  controversy  are  rarely  presented  in  such  form  that  comparisons 
can  l>e  condiihivf.  They  are  mostly  matters  of  recollection,  and  are  apt  to  be  things 
recalled  to  mind  by  the  pR'sent  interest  in  the  subject,  and  therefore  the  facts  are  not 
uidikcly  to  be  recalled  with  such  mollifications  as  are  most  favorable  to  the  idea  or 
the  line  of  thought  in  the  mind  of  the  person.  Even  when  comparisons  of  records 
arenuKle  it  is  almost  invariably  found  that  diflerences  in  the  method  of  record  keeping 
by  dillerent  individuals  make  exact  comparisons  impossible.  The  record  sheets  which 
dillerent  individiuUs  devise  for  their  own  u.se  and  information  provide  for  the  items 
each  d(!ems  of  importance.  The  keeping  of  records  covers  different  periods.  No 
one  who  has  never  tried  to  compare  and  draw  C(jnclusions  from  reports  prepared  by 
IHirsons  iKit  wi>rkiiii.'  in  cMiucrt  can  form  any  adequate  idea  of  the  iiselessness  of  the 
effort. 

.Vf)t  only  is  it  out  oi  the  iiuesliou  to  get  data  worth  while  from  independent  records, 
but  it  is  imi)ossil>le  to  get  such  records  in  sufficient  numbers  to  make  them  valuable 
for  i)nrposes  of  investigation  of  even  a  single  point.  The  most  that  can  be  said  of 
the  few  sets  that  may  be  brought  together  is  that  they  are  better  than  nothing, 
an<l  may  be  very  suggestive.  For  enthusiasm  and  persistence  in  record  keeping — even 
in  the  keeping  of  very  simple  records  of  poultry  the  average  poultry  keeper  must  have 
cooperation. 

Into  the  reasons  for  this  we  need  not  enter  here.  The  fact  has  been  demonstrated 
many  times,  and  will  be  as  often  as  the  effort  is  made  to  obtain  records  for  long 
periods  during  which  each  record  keeper  lain  ignorance  of  what  others  are  doing  and 
of  general  results. 

In  our  Kxiteriment  Club  we  will  furnish  blanks  which  when  used  as  designed  will 
furnish  reports  which  while  not  identical  in  all  particulars  will  he  so  in  many,  and 
where  tliey  differ  nniy  be  classified  and  grouped  accordingly,  and  the  data  they 
furnish  w  ill  cover  generally  the  point  it  is  of  advantage  to  know  in  getting  at  the  facts 
in  regard  to  the  several  im|)ortant  questions  which  will  be  especially  considered  in 
planning  the  form  of  record  sheet  to  be  used. 

For  tlie  first  year  or  two  the  points  to  be  especially  investigated  will  be  hoimng  and 
fuelling. 

The  method  of  investigation  will  be  this:  — 

The  reports  of  members  will  describe  their  poultry  houses  and  surroundings,  their 
stock,  and  their  metluid  of  feeding,  and  will  give  the  daily  results  in  eggs,  and  make  a 
daily  note  of  the  prevailing  weather  for  the  day.  The  record  .sheet  will  also  contain  a 
column  for  remarks — for  notes  on  points  not  regularly  matters  of  record  which  in  the 
judgment  of  the  jjoultryman  have  a  bearing  on  results,  or  may  contribute  to  a  clearer 
undei-standing  of  them. 

Tin-  statement  of  conditions  should  be  made  with  care.  It  need  not  be  long.  The 
instructions  sent  with  the  blanks  for  the  reports  will  outline  the  points  to  be  covered. 
The  keeping  oi  the  record  from  day  to  day  will  require  but  a  moment  daily. 

The  blanks  will  be  made  up  in  tablet  form  on  paper  suitable  for  making  duplicates 
with  carbon.  Each  tablet  will  contain  48  sheets,  a  number  sufficient  for  monthly 
records  of  the  flock  in  duplicate  for  two  years.  One  copy  of  each  month's  report  is  to 
ho  sent  to  us  at  the  end  of  the  month,  the  member  retaining  the  other.  It  is  intended 
to  make  the  tablet  so  that  the  member  can  leave  his  copies  permanently  in  the  tablet 
if  he  so  desires. 

These  tablets  complete,  with  carbon  paper,  will  ]io  furnished  members,  postage 
prt'itaid,  at  fifty  cents  each. 

•Members  w  ho  continue  througii  a  year  and  forward  us  reports  each  month  will  be 
allowed  a  creilit  of  fifty  cents,  which  may  be  applied  to  extension  of  subscription  or  on 
order  fi>r  any  of  oiu-  publications.  In  this  way  we  practically  refund  to  members  who 
continue  through  the  year  the  price  of  the  blanks  and  the  cost  of  postage,  while  the 
inemlKT  who  for  any  reason  wishes  to  drop  out  of  the  club  before  the  end  of  the  year 
still  has  a  record  book  useful  to  him,  and  we  are  not  at  the  cost  of  furnishing  report 
lilanks  free  to  persons  who  do  not  use  them  as  originally  intended. 

We  place  no  limit  on  the  number  of  lots  of  fowls  a  memlx^r  may  report  for.  In  the 
old  club  we  had  most  members  reporting  for  their  fowls  in  one  lot,  or  reporting  for  one 
pen  of  fowls,  but  a  considerable  numlier  s<.M)t  in  two  or  three,  and  a  few  four,  rt^ports 
each  UKinth.  When  this  was  done  it  was  usually  because'  more  than  one  breed  wiis 
kept,  or  diffeivni  styles  oi  houses  were  ustnl.  There  were  few  if  any  memliers  feeding 
ditfeivnt  lots  of  hens  differently.  The  tablet  furnished  for  fifty  cents  would  serve  for 
two  sets  of  n.'ports  for  a  year. 

What  the  Member  Gets  Out  of  It. 

The  member,  as  his  record  kiviting  gtx's  on  during  the  year,  makes  a  statement  of 
conditions  and  n>sults  which  may  be  of  very  grt^it  value  in  determining  the  causes  of 
trouble  or  imsatisfaetory  conditions  in  his  stock.  In  the  old  club  we  found  it  possible 
often — not  only  to  help  mendx>rs  out  of  difficulties  in  which  they  found  themselves, 
but  to  sometimes  anticii)ate  their  troubles,  warn  them  against  them,  and  tell  them 
how  to  avoid  them  in  the  future.  AVe  do  not  mean  to  say  that  we  could  always  help. 
Many  times  the  causes  of  things  it  was  desirable  to  have  diffennit  were  obscure,  but 
the  comprehensive  statement  of  the  ix-port  covering  definitely  though  briefly,  the 
things  essential  to  a  right  view  of  the  situation  makes  it  possible  to  help  tlie  club 
memlx^r  oftener  flian  the  correspondent  who  in  stating  his  csu<e  maj-  devote  a  page  to  a 
point  of  no  importanits  and  wiioUy  neglect  to  state  tlie  important  points. 


Even  more  helpful  to  most  members  of  the  club,  and  broadly  helpful  to  all  readers 
interested  in  the  topics  as  well,  will  be  the  comparison  of  conditions  and  re.<ults,  and 
the  analyses  of  the  reports  as  made  in  the  pajjer  from  month  to  month  and  finally 
eummarized  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

What  We  Expect  to  Find  Out. 

With  reports  for  the  first  six  months  of  the  old  clufi  to  work  with,  the  writer,  by 
analyzing  and  comparing  them,  made  several  interesting  discoveries,  which  put  a  few 
ideas  popular  among  writers  on  poultry  topics  out  of  commission  among  the  well 
informed.  Perhaps  it  would  Ije  more  nearly  a  correct  statement  of  the  situation  to  say 
that  these  reports  furnished  the  explanation  of  .some  things  not  clearly  understood. 
They  were  not  great  matters,  but  the  information  was  generally  useful. 

We  foiuid  that  the  rule  of  ten  square  feet  of  indoor  floor  space  per  fowl,  then  com- 
monly given  as  correct,  was  really  of  no  value,  and  we  put  forth  in  its  stead  the  state- 
ment that  the  space  jier  fowl  may  be  much  less  than  ten  sq.  ft.  jier  fowl  in  large  flocks, 
but  must  Ije  much  more  than  that  for  one  fowl  or  a  very  few  fowls,  Ixjcause  as  a  matter 
of  fact  each  fowl  uses,  not  its  average  amount  of  room,  but  all  the  room. 

It  had  long  been  claimed  that  inasmuch  as  hens  usually  laid  better  in  small  fiocks 
and  best  in  flocks  of  three  or  four,  that  there  was  sonAthing  (unexplainable)  in  the 
nature  of  the  hen  that  militated  against  good  egg  production  in  large  flocks.  It  used 
to  be  said  that  in  the  flocks  of  twelve  to  fifteen  hens  we  reached  the  happy  medium, 
sacrificing  something  in  egg  yield  as  compared  with  the  smaller  flocks,  but  more  than 
compensating  for  this  in  economy  of  housing  and  labor.  We  found  that  the  common 
supposition  that  flocks  of  three,  four,  five,  or  six  hens  laid  Ijest  was  incorrect.  The 
best  laying  was  in  the  flocks  of  a  dozen  to  twenty,  and  in  flocks  where  the  hens  were 
kept  in  lots  within  that  range  of  nuiubers,  and  we  found  that  the  whole  matter 
depended  on  the  feeder,  that  the  small  flock  was  almost  invariably  overfed,  and  the 
large  flock  underfed,  while  flocks  of  the  numbers  mentioned  were  fed  about  right. 

The  problems  of  housing  and  feeding  today  are  somewhat  diflerent.  There  has 
developed  a  very  general  interest  in  "cold  houses " —  fresh  air  houses  they  are  some- 
times called.  It  has  been  found  that  these  may  be  used  without  any  of  tlie  dire  results 
which  advocates  of  warm  houses  predict.  It  has  not  yet  Ijeen  found  what  is  the 
desirable  and  happy  medium  between  these  extreme  housing  conditions. 

Dry  feeding  has  been  much  exploited,  and  many  think  they  have  found  in  it  the 
salvation  of  their  hopes  of  profit  from  poultry.  But  dry  feeding  is  yet  to  be  tested. 
Our  club  can  furnish  more  useful  information  on  it  in  a  year  than  could  be  procured 
in  any  other  way. 

We  mention  these  as  the  two  topics  most  in  the  thoughts  of  poultrymen.  and  most 
urgently  calling  for  specific  findings.  There  are  others  which  may  come  in  incidentally. 
Indeed  it  is  not  possible  to  forecast  results.  The  reports  may  give  collectively  infor- 
mation it  was  never  anticipated  they  would  furnish.  In  this  lies  their  great  fascina- 
tion for  us,  and  their  greatest  potential  value  to  readers. 

Begin  to  Get  Ready  Now. 

The  records  of  the  club  will  begin  with  the  first  of  October.  It  will  contribute 
much  to  the  value  of  the  reports  made,  and  be  of  great  help  to  the  member  in  getting 
results  that  will  show  creditably  in  the  egg  column,  if  those  intending  to  join  the 
club  will  make  a  special  efibrt  to  have  the  fowls  on  which  they  report  well  matured 
and  ready  to  go  into  their  winter  quarters  by  that  date.  It  will  also  help  to^correct 
estimates  of  causes  of  unsatisfactory  results  next  winter  if  those  who  are  growing  the 
pullets,  or  keeping  over  the  hens  on  which  they  are  to  report  will  note  through  tlit 
season  any  conditions  or  influences  markedly  favorable  or  unfavorable  to  the  regulai 
development  of  the  stock.  These  are  matters  too  often  annoying  and  deplored  a^ 
they  occur,  but  forgotten  and  left  out  of  accomit  later  when  their  influence  is  stil 
operative  or  their  effects  not  overcome. 

It  will  not  only  add  greatly  to  the  value  of  the  reports  if  the  fowls  begin  the  dul) 
year  in  desirable  condition,  but  that  is  the  condition  it  is  most  profitable  for  the 
poultry  keeper  to  have  them  in  at  that  time. 

Send  in  Your  Names  at  Once. 

Though  record  keeping  will  not  begin  until  October,  we  would  like  to  have  all 
readers  who  wish  to  join  the  club  send  in  their  names  at  once,  and  we  will  take 
pleasure  in  explaining  either  by  letter  or  through  the  paper  anything  about  the  work 
of  the  club  not  made  sufficiently  clear  in  this  statement. 

In  conclusion  we  would  ask  all  readers  to  observe  that  this  experiment  club  does  not 
require  them  to  make  special  experiments.  The  exact  statement  of  what  the  member 
does  is  that  he  keeps  records  of  his  work  —  which  with  most  of  us  is  to  some  degree 
experimental — and  through  the  club  he  compares  results  with  those  secured  by  others. 
The  general  value  is  in  the  mass  and  variety  of  information  obtained  in  such  form  that 
we  can  analyze  results  and  get  at  general  conclusions.  Any  poultry  kci'por,  no  matter 
what  his  situation,  stock,  or  methods,  can  furnish  records  —  and  all  kind.'j  of  records 
are  usehil  both  as  contributions  to  knowledge  and  as  checks  on  records  made  under 
other  conditions. 

No  Sackcloth  and  Ashes  in  Ours. 

WE  C.VNXOT  profess  to  much  sorrow  over  the  conditions  which  are  bothering 
tho.^e  of  our  friends  in  (or  about  to  be  in)  the  A.  P.  A.,  who  would  like 
things  done  in  a  decent  and  orderly  way,  and  deplore  the  prominence  in  the 
election  now  under  way  of  the  methods  of  ordinary  politics.  AVe  don't  approve  of 
such  things,  but  when  the  condition  which  fosters  them  has  been  deliberately  created 
it  seems  to  us  quite  as  well  that  the  legitimate  results  should  develop,  be  recognized, 
and  so  speed  the  coming  of  better  things. 

Some  of  our  friends  blame  the  open  ballot,  and  say  that  with  a  secret  ballot  there 
would  be  no  such  trouble — scandal,  some  call  it.  They  are  wrong.  The  trouble  w  ould 
continue  with  any  mail  vote.  And  politics  will  continue.  In  fact,  it  will  soon  be  all 
politics.

"The  U^gislatiirc  of  1900  passnl  tin- 
followiiij;  resolve:  —

"  Uenohe  to  I'rovide  for  a  Comparative 

liivestijiation  of  Drawn  and  I  ndrawn 

Poultry  w  hen  Shi])ped  or  Stored. 

"Resolved,  That  the  state  board  of 
health  is  hereby  direeted  to  inve-stigate 
what  innvht)lesoine  ehaii<;es,  if  any,  take 
place  in  tlesh  of  piniltry  shipped  or  stored 
without  the  removal  of  the  head,  erop, 
and  I'utrails,  a.s  compared  with  the  tiesli 
of  poultry  from  which  the  same  have  been 
removed.  For  this  puri)t)se  the  board 
may  exjiend  a  sum  not  exceetiing  !?•'!, 000, 
ami  it  shall  rei)ort  the  result  of  its  obser- 
vations and  conclusions  to  the  next  gen- 
eral court. 

"  As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  pas- 
sage of  this  resolve,  three  lots  of  fowl  and 
ducks  were  purchased  as  material  for  the 
investigation.  Tliese  were  kejit  for  several 
weeks  under  identical  conilitions  as  to 
housing,  care,  and  feed,  and  were  then 
killed  and  prepared  in  the  most  careful 
manner  for  cold  storage.  The  material 
obtained  consisted  of  one  lot  of  fifty  ducks, 
which  were  given  no  food  during  ■> the 
twenty-four  hours  prior  to  slaughter;  one 
lot  of  one  humh-ed  fowls  similarly  treated, 
and  one  lot  of  fifty  fowls  to  which  was 
givi'ii  a  full  meal  of  soft  feed  the  night  be- 
fore slaughter.  All  of  each  lot  were  killed 
and  prepared  for  storage  on  the  same  day; 
one-half  were  carefully  and  thoroughly . 
drawn  and  dressed,  and  the  rest  were  left 
undrawn.  The  individual  birds  were  sep- 
arately wrapped  in  ])aper  and  packed, 
and  the  whole  ot  each  lot  were  transported 
without  delay  and  placeil  in  a  room  of 
the  (Juincy  ^hirket  Cold  Storage  and 
Warehouse  Conipany,  maintained  at  a 
temperature  of  about  O'^  F. 

"  At  the  expiration  of  about  two 
months,  work  was  begun,  the  chemical 
side  of  the  investigation  being  assigned  to 
an  expert  physiological  chemist  of  long 
experience  and  thorough  training,  and 
the  bacteriological  side  to  a  bacteriologist 
and  parasitologist  of  the  same  standing. 
The  drawn  and  undrawn  birds  were  re- 
moved from  storage  in  equal  numbers  as 
occasion  required,  and  each  bird  was  sub- 
mitted simultaneously  to  both  chemical 
an<l  bacteriological  study.  The  results  of 
the  work  thus  far  obtained  warrant  the 
following  conclusions : — 

"  1 .  During  cold  storage  at  from  15°  be- 
low to  5°  above  0°  F.  no  chemical  changes 
occur.  This  is  shown  by  the  absence  in 
both  the  drawn  and  undrawn  birds  of 
jitomaines  and  decomposition  products  in 
general,  and  by  negative  reaction  on  the 
part  of  animals  inoculated  with  extracts 
obtained  from  both  kinds  of  material. 

"2.  AV'hen  removed  from  cold  storage 
and  exposed  to  ordinary  temperatures,  the 
condition  of  exposure  being  the  same,  the 
undrawn  birds  show  better  keeping  qual- 
ities. 

"3.  Freezing  renders  the  muscular  tis- 
sues more  susceptible  to  bacterial  invasion 
after  they  are  thawed  out. 

"4.  The  usual  method  of  drawing 
poultry  leads  to  heavy  bacterial  infection 
which  promotes  more  ra.\n(\  decomposition 
tliarn  occurs  in  undrawn  birds. 

"5.  By  ligature  of  the  gullet  below 
the  crop,  poultry  can  be  completely  drawn 
without  any  spilling  of  the  intestinal  con- 
tents with  consequent  bacterial  invasion 
of  the  abdominal  cavity;. and  jjoultry  so 
drawn  would  undoubtedly  withstand  de- 
composition and  deterioration  nmch  long(>r 
than  that  which  is  undrawn. 

"  t).  The  practice  of  depositing  poultry 
in  cold  storage  when  in  the  hegiunhig  or 
advanced  stages  of  decomposition,  in  order 
to  .save  it,  is  dangerous  to  the  health  of 
the  consumer,  since  when  it  is  again  with- 
drawn for  sale  its  condition  is  unaltered. 

"7.  Proper  and  adequate  inspection 
of  poultry  as  it  enters  cold  storage  is  desir- 
able, and  storage  of  material  already  in 
jirocess  of  decomposition  should  be  pro- 
liibited. 

"8.  The  practice  of  placing  cold  stor- 
age poultry  in  cold  water  for  a  number  of 

To  say,  when  writing 


li..iu-s  for  the  purpose  of  thawing  causes 
heavy  bacterial  infection  anil  consequent 
more  rapid  ilecouqjosition  than  occurs 
when  thawing  is  allowed  to  i)roceed  slowly 
at  room  tenqierature.  Such  treatment 
causes  also  a  material  increase  in  weight, 
by  reason  of  absorption  by  the  tissues  of 
water,  to  the  detriment  of  the  purse  of 
the  purchaser,  and  hence  is  fraudulent. 

"Several  questions  in  connection  with 
the  subject  of  cold  storages  of  poultry  are 
still  in  process  of  investigation,  the  results 
of  which  will  be  submitted  in  the  final 
rejiort.

Commenting  on  this  report,  the  N.  Y 
Produce.  Jiei'iew  says:  — 

"  In  regard  to  this  report  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  findings  down  to  No.  4  inclusive 
(with  the  exception  of  No.  3)  uphold  what 
has  been  positively  claimed  by  the  poultry 
interests  as  proved  by  their  experience. 
In  conclusion  No.  5,  that  poultry  drawn 
after  '  ligature  of  the  gullet  below  the 
crop'  would  'undoubtedly  withstand  de- 
composition and  deterioration  much  longer 
than  that  which  is  undrawn,'  it  seems  evi- 
dent that  this  is  merely  an  opinion,  and 
not  drawn  from  any  convincing  experi- 
ments, for  no  experiments  are  cited  as 
giving  ground  for  the  conclusion,  and  the 
use  of  the  word  '  undoubtedly '  implies 
that  the  conclusion  is  jumped  at,  and  not 
positively  proved.  There  is  no  good  reason 
for  this  opinion,  as  infection  of  drawn 
poultry  is  likely  to  result  otherwise  than 
from  any  breaking  of  the  intestinal  tract, 
and  anyway,  the  idea  of  tying  up  the 
gullet  before  drawing  the  fowl  is  prepos- 
terous from  a  practical  point  of  view. 

"In  regard  to  conclusions  Nos.  6  and 
7,  we  submit  that  the  very  assertion  made 
— that  defective  poultry  after  being  frozen 
maintains  an  unaltered  condition — is 
clearly  convincing  that  if  inspections  of 
poultry  are  to  be  of  any  value  as  a  pro- 
tection to  health  they  must  be  made 
regardh'sa  of  the  cold  storage  business,  and 
applied  to  any  poultry  anywhere.  Poul- 
try that  is  decomposed  and  unfit  for  food 
is  nowseizable  under  existing  health  laws,

All  of  which  is  true — as  far  as  it  goes — 
but  full  protection  of  the  public  should  go 
even  farther,  and  consider  the  killing  of 
diseased  poultry  as  well  as  the  sale  of  de- 
composing poultry.  We  are  not  prepared 
to  say  just  what  form  such  protection 
should  take.  Our  faith  in  the  efficacy  of 
official  inspection  lacks  considerable  of 
being  absolute.  We  are  inclined  to  think 
that  though  no  perfect  method  could  be 
devised,  the  most  practical  way  to  prevent 
the  sale  of  diseased  poultry  is  to  educate 
consumers  to  know  good  poultry  when 
they  see  it — also  luhen  they  eat  it.

LESSONS  IN  POULTRY  KEEPING 

Third  Series. 


LESSON  III. 


A  Successful  Soft   Roaster  Grower  and  His  Plant. 

(CoiiIiiiueU  from  pa^'e  'J.>'ii. 

TlIK  CHICKS  are  kept  in  the  machines  until  the  twenty-third  day,  as  a  rule, 
tliough  sometiine.?  it  is  judged  better  to  remove  them  a  day  earUer  from  tlie 
hot  water  machines  which  have  no  nursery  traj's.  I  asked  Mr.  Smitli  par- 
ticularly  whether  he  had  observed  any  special  tendency  to  diarrhea  in  tlie  chicks 
which  were  kept  a  day  or  more  in  the  nursery  trays.  He  replied  that  he  could  .see 
110  difference  at  all,  and  had  little  trouble  with  diarrliea. 

Tlie  original  brooder  house  on  the  farm  was  14  ft.  wide  by  60  ft.  long,  with  plastered 
ceiUng  0>^  ft.  from  the  floor.  It  was  di\-ided  into  ten  compartments  each  6  ft.  wide. 
The  brooder  house  now  consists  of  this  house  and  an  extension  of  the  same  width 
90  ft.  long.  This  addition  has  the  same  numter  of  jK^ns  (10)  each  9  ft.  wide.  Tlie 
chicks  are  started  in  the  smaller  jiens,  and  shifted  later  to  the  large  ones,  whicli 
provide  the  additional  room  required.  The  number  of  chicks  put  in  a  pen  is  usually 
half  the  number  taken  from  an  incubator,  one  hatch  being  divided  between  two 
pens.  This  gives  about  110  to  115  chicks  to  each  pen.  The  capacity  of  the  house  is 
about  2,300  to  2,400  chicks.  Mr,  Smith  says  that  if  from  this  number  put  into  the 
house  he  can  take  2,000  when  the  time  comes  to  remove  them  from  the  house,  he  con- 
siders that  he  has  done  well.  Tlio.se  figures  indicate  a  loss  of  12%  to  15%  as  not 
discouraging. 

The  old  and  new  parts  of  the  brooder  house  have  separate  heating  systems.  The 
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To  say,  when  wri

ciHiipiiient  does  not  in  appearance  differ  essentially  from  what  you  may  see  in  any 
bfiioder  lioii.se  in  which  the  pipe  system  is  used.  There  are  the  heatei"s  set  in  pits 
Ik^Iow  the  level  of  the  floor,  with  the  pipes  running  from  the  heater  across  the  ends  of 
the  jxMis  next  the  walk  at  the  rear  of  the  house.  Of  these  pipes  there  are  eight, 
four  flow  and  four  return  pipes,  all  one  inch  jiipes.  Persons  about  to  install  a  pipe 
.system  for  bniodiiig  sometiines  ask  if  the  heater  cannot  be  placed  on  the  level  of 
the  flour.  Siuiic  wlio  .should  know  chiiiii  that  the  system  will  work  that  way.  I 
a.-^kcd  Mr.  Smith  his  opinion.  He  replied  that  he  considered  the  heater  so  placeif 
most  unsatislactiiry  and  unreliable.  That  the  arrangement  created  a  condition  which 
<)lH>rated  against  the  heater.  He  says  that,  contrary  to  the  common  impression,  the 
circulation  is  not  kejit  up  by  the  hot  water  rising,  or  the  heat  l^eing  forced  through 
the  system,  but  by  the  cold  water  falling,  and  to  insure  good  and  rapid  circulation 
the  heater  should  lie  well  Ih'Iow  the  level  of  the  floor. 

Wiiat  may  he  called  the  i>eculiarities  of  this  brooder  house  and  heating  system  are 
the  adajjtation  of  the  heating  system  to  the  size  of  the  hou.se  and  the  temperature 
reiiuired,  and  the  automatic  regulator.  Not  that  this  house  is  absolutely  imique  in 
these  features.  Tliere  an'  other  ]ioii.«es.  and  many  of  them,  whei"e  the  heating  arrange- 
ments are  adequate,  and  automatic  regulators  are  in  operation.  Considerably  as  is 
the  total  numl)er  of  such  houses,  they  are  still  quite  insignificant  in  proportion  to  the 
gnvit  numlK-r  of  brooder  houst^s  in  which  the  heating  equipment  is  inadequate,  and 
n-jnlatitdi  of  teiiiiieratiire  deivnds  wholly  on  the  attention  of  the  poultryman. 

All  Mr.  Smith's  business  experience  liefore  going  into  poultry  keeping  had  lieen  in 
lines  wheiv  the  ri^latioiis  between  causes  and  results  were  carefully  sought  out,  and 
means  exactly  adajitetl  to  the  ends  in  view.  It  liad  also  Im-ome  habitual  to  him  to 
seek  to  make  mechanical  contrivances  do  work  wherever  it  could  be  done.  So  in  his 
own  plant  first,  and  afterwards  in  others  where  the  owners  were  in  trouble,  he 
stuilied  out  the  proper  ratios  of  piix*  surface  and  grate  surface  to  the  cubic  capacity 
of  houses  of  various  kinds  under  various  conditions,  and  has  become  a  specialist 
I  'll  heating  brooder  houses. 

Mr.  Smith  was,  I  believe,  the  pioneer  in  installing  electric  regulators  in  brooder 
houses.  It  was  in  this  house  that  the  first  regulator  —  built  in  his  sliop  at  the  end 
of  the  house  —  was  tested,  and  you  may  see  it  here  still  in  operation. 

It  was  discovered  long  ago  that  most  pipe  systems  were  inadequate — that  is,  most

of  tliiwo  lifst  put  ill.  A.s  ;i  result  of  this  tht^re  was  a  period  of  years  when  the  pipi^ 
system  was  finite  tiiipoptilar,  and  individual  brooders  were  in  fjreat  favor — especially 
for  the  sinallcst  eliieks.  TIhmi,  gradually,  as  it  wa.s  .seen  that  some  pipe  systems  did 
give  satisfaetion,  people  went  haelc  to  tlicm,  jnilting  in  hirger  lieaters  and  more  pipe. 
The  trouble  was  not  so  mucii  due  to  tlic  pmiitrymen's  tendency  to  put  in  the  smalle.st 
heater  that  might  he  expected  to  do  tiie  work,  as  to  the  failure  of  practical  lieater  men 
estimat iiig  oil  i'(|ui])meiits  for  brooder  houses  to  recogni/.t;  tiie  fact  that  the  heater  in 
the  hiM.idcr  hiiuse  liad  a  ilillcrcnt  kind  of  work  and  more  dilliciill  wurk  to  do.  In  tiie 
dwt'iliiig  iioiise  a  temperature  of  seventy  i.s  all  that  is  required.  In  the  brooder  iiou.'^ii 
the  temperature  under  the  pipes  must  ))e  90  to  !)o  degrees  for  the  sniallest  chicks.  It 
is  the  temperature  under  the  pipes  that  counts  most.  At  the  same  time  the  relation 
betwtxMi  it  and  the  temperature  of  the  rest  of  the  house  is  important.  The  space 
immediately  under  the  pipes  may  be  brought  up  to  the  reqniriHl  temperature  by  build- 
ing :i  "  linver  "  tiirough  which  the  pipes  rim.  That  was  the  old  way.  This  little 
space  under  the  hover  might  be  warm  enough,  but  the  air  in  it  was  not  received  as 
rapidly  as  necessary  to  give  the  cliicks  the  pure  air  required,  and  the  rest  of  the  house 
w  as  often  so  cold  that  the  chicks  could  be  comfortably  warm  only  under  the  hover. 

With  the  open  pipe  system  the  rest  of  the  house  cannot  be  otherwise  than  com- 
fortably heated  when  the  heat  under  the  pipes  is  right.  With  chicks  of  different  ages 
in  the  .same  hoiisc  the  heat  right  for  the  smallest  would  be  too  much  for  some  of  the 
older  ones,  which  required  say  five  to  ten  degrees  less.  The  house  might  be  heated  to 
give  the  maximum  heat  required  by  any  of  the  chicks  under  the  pipes  anywhere  in  the 
house,  leaving  it  to  the  chicks  to  withdraw  from  the  pipes  such  a  distance  as  necessary 
to  give  them  the  temperature  they  want.  But  this  would  mean  a  waste  of  fuel  and 
heat.  By  a  very  simple  arrangement  the  smallest  chicks  are  provided  additional  lieat. 
For  each  peii  of  small  chicks  there  is  a  muslin  covered  frame  about  thirty  inches 
S(]uare.  This  is  placed  on  the  pipes,  making  a  space  beneath  it  where  the  heat  is  some- 
wliat  confined,  and  chicks  in  the  same  pen  can  get  any  grade  of  heat  they  want  up  to 
some  degrees  above  that  directly  under  the  uncovered  pipes.    These  covers  are  loose,

a' id  are  used  in  each  pen  only  as  long  as  chickens  care  for  the  additional  heat  furnished 
them.  AVhen  no  longer  needed  the  screen  is  hung  up  on  a  peg  in  the  pien  convenient 
for  use  when  required  by  the  next  brood.  It  was  interesting  to  go  through  the  house 
at  night  and  note  how  the  chicks  found  the  place  with  the  degree  of  heat  that  suited 
them. 

When  first  put  into  the  brooder  house  the  little  chicks  are  kept  for  a  day  or  two 
right  under  tht;  pipes,  a  board  placed  across  the  pen  preventing  them  from  going 
farther.  This  board  is  removed  at  the  rate  of  about  a  foot  a  day  until  it  is  lialf  the 
length  of  the  pen  away  from  the  pipes.  After  that  it  is  taken  away  entirely  and  the 
chicks  have  the  run  of  the  whole  pen.  When  they  have  reached  this  point  they  are 
let  out  doors  for  a  while  about  the  middle  of  the  first  fine  day,  and  after  that  are  let 
out  whenever  the  weather  is  favorable. 

To  little  chicks  Mr.  Smith  usually  feeds  for  grain  Cyphers  chick  food,  though  he 
sometimes  uses  other  brands  of  mixed  chick  foods,  and  at  the  time  I  called  was 
feeding  I'urina,  except  to  the  smallest.  Feeding  is  at  intervals  of  several  hours,  mak- 
ing about  five  or  six  feeds  a  day.  I  did  not  understand  tliat  they  lield  rigidly  to  any 
fixed  number.  If  it  was  going  to  be  inconvenient  to  feed  at  a  usual  time,  a  supply 
migiit  he  given  :it  the  previous  feeding  sufficient  to  provide  all  they  needed  until  the 
next  time — ;ind  if  it  was  convenient  an  extra  feed  of  something  in  the  line  of  an  extra 
— as  beef  scrap  might  be  given.  Though  I  did  not  particularly  question  hiin  on  that 
point,  I  assume  that  like  most  judicious  and  heavy  feeders,  Mr.  Smith  will  occasion- 
ally omit  a  meal  when  chicks  show  signs  of  lack  of  appetite. 

The  dry  ina.sh  used  is  a  mixture  of  2  parts  shorts  (l)ran)  to  1  part  corn  meal,  by 
measure.  This  is  given  in  troughs,  morning,  noon,  and  night.  The  trough  used  is 
made  of  a  board  about  a  foot  wide  by  two  feet  long,  with  very  low  sides,  made  by 
nailing  strips  of  lath  on  the  edges.  Beef  scrap  is  given  two  or  three  times  a  day  in 
the  troughs,  the  purpose  being  to  give  them  ail  they  will  eat.  That  for  the  smalle.st 
ciiicks  is  two  or  three  handftils  to  each  pen  at  each  feed. 

.Vfter  the  chicks-  are  three  to  four  weeks  old.  the  chick  food  is  largely  discontinued.

Water  is  supplied  in  .small  pans,  the  supply  coming  tlirough  faucets  over  the  pans 
.so  adjusted  as  to  drip  the  water  aVjout  as  required,  while  an  overflow  pipe  takes  care 
of  the  waste  water.  About  the  only  attention  that  these  ever  require  is  to  blow  out 
the  waste  pipe  in  case  it  gets  plugged  up  with  dirt,  which  does  not  often  happen. 

For  green  food  a  bag  of  cut  second  crop  cl<jver  is  distributed  through  tiie  h(ju.so 
every  morning. 

The  chicks  go  from  the  brooder  houses  to  the  outside  colony  houses  at  a  little  under 
two  months,  wliile  hatching  is  continued  and  the  brooder  accommodations  are  required 

for  small  chicks.  They 
are  not  taken  out 
strictly  according  to 
age,  but  selected  ac- 
cording to  develop- 
ment.  Mr.  Smith  says 
he  wants  them  to  Ije 
feathered  —  "to  have 
their  pants  on  "  —  be- 
fore they  go  into  the 
hoases  where  they  will 
have  no  artificial  heat. 

I  n  ordinary  years 
the  grower  of  winter 
chickens  feels  that 
when  the  chicks  go  to 
the  colony  houses  his 
causes  for  Morry  are 
over  —  he  has  nothing 
further  to  do  but  see 
that  they  are  supplied 
■^-ith  food  and  water, 
and  let  them  grow  un- 
til the  time  comes  to 
Feed  Hopper,  in  6  x  8  House,  at  Crystal  Spring  Poultry  Fann.  begin  selling.  The 
climate  of  this  part  of  ^Massachusetts  is  comparatively  mild,  the  snows  do  not 
usually  lie  long  in  this  locality,  and  it  rarely  happens  that  there  are  more  than  a 
few  days  at  a  time  when  the  chicks  cannot  get  out.  The  past  winter  there  was 
not  an  unusual  snow  fall,  but  what  snow  did  come  remained,  and  tiie  weather 
generally  was  cold  and  damp,  and  chicks  had  to  be  kept  closely  in  the  houses 
for  weeks  at  a  time  —  a  circumstance  which,  if  it  occurred  very  often,  would  no 
doubt  cause  changes  in  the  methods  in  this  locality,  and'  also  some  reduction  of 
the  usual  profits.  The  chickens  — because  of  these  mifavorable  conditions  —  have  sot 
t  h  r  i  V  e  n  as  u  s  u  a  1 . 
AVhether  the  crop  will 
be  less  profitable  on  that 
account,  remains  to  be 
seen.  Prices  m  a  y  be 
high  enough  to  offset 
losses  due  to  slower  de- 
velopment. 

To  go  back  to  the 
time  the  chicks  are  put 
out  in  the  colony  houses: 
These,  as  shown  in  the 
illustrations,  are  small 
houses,  6x8  ft.  on  the 
ground,  with  one  door 
and  one  window.  Fifty 
chicks  are  put  into  each 
house,  and  the  fifty, 
minus  an  occasional  one 
lost,  remain  in  this 
small  house  until  prac- 
tically full  grown.  By 
that  time  some  of  the 
l)ullets  will  begin  to 
lay,  ami  must  be  sitkl 
at  once  to  bring  the  best 
l>rice,  and  as  the  pullets 
are  removed,  the  cock- 
erels—  which  had  all 
been  caponized  as  soon 
as  lar;^  enough  —  have 
all  the  room  to  them- 
selves.

Eggs  and  Combs.  ( L.  E.  W. )— ' '  Will 
^\■llitl■  Wyanilottcs  of  gooil  quality  pro- 
duce (ill'sprinj;  with  a  siiif^lo  comb,  and  if 
t-o,  about  wliat  pi>r  cent.  ?  Also  if  \\'hite 
Wyandotte  eggs  should  be  all  of  a  dark 
brown  color,  or  tinted  from  a  light  to  a 
dark  i)rowii?  I  bouglit  some  Wliite  Wy- 
andottes  last  fall,  and  I  find  that  their 
eggs  run  from  a  light  brown  to  a  dark 
brown.  Some  are  tinted  just  enough  so 
tliat  yon  can  see  it,  while  others  are  real 
dark.  I  also  bought  .30  eggs  of  a  western 
breeder,  and  liiid  .several  of  them  run  very 
Hglit." 

A  very  small  percentage  of  tlie  combs 
will  come  single.  If  ten  per  cent,  or  less 
come  single  I  should  not  let  it  worry  me 
any.  Tlie  proportion  can  be  greatly  re- 
duced by  selection  in  breeding.  The  eggs 
of  all  varieties  that  lay  brown  eggs  will 
vary  in  that  way. 

Double  Mating  in  R.  I.  Reds?  (Old 
•Subscriber) — "  I  would  like  to  know  if 
the  breeders  of  R.  C.  R.  I.  Reds  practice 
double  mating  in  order  to  get  the  pullets 
as  dark  a  red  as  the  color  which  seems  to 
take  in  the  show  room,  and  which  I  think 
myself  is  the  prettiest  color.  I  breed  the 
Reds,  but  find  if  I  use  the  good  deep 
cherry  red,  not  mahogany,  males  with 
my  darkest  females,  they  will  throw  very 
good  males,  but  the  pullets  M  ill  run  most- 
ly light  in  color,  and  some  very  light." 

As  nearly  as  I  can  ascertain,  the  breed- 
ers practice  several  forms  of  double  mat- 
ing.   They  are  not  as  established  in  their 
methods  of  matings  as  the  breeders  of 
most  of  the  older  varieties.   The  principal 
trouble  with  the  very  dark  matings  seems 
to  be  that  they  throw  the  male  too  deep  a 
red  to  be  bright,  and  the  females  run  too 
brown,  or  as  some  breeders  express  it, 
cinnamon  or  chocolate.    It  is  a  ques- 
tion of  balancing  the  colors  of  male  and 
female,  if  it  may  be  so  put.  Another 
danger  from  too  dark  a  mating  is  the 
smut  in  the  undercolor.    Breeders  use 
good  birds  with  this  defect  on  the  opposite 
sex  with  too  light  undercolor,  or  those 
that  show  some  white. 

Rattles.  (E.  C.)— "Have  a  valuable 
White  Plymouth  Rock  pullet  that  chokes 
and  makes  a  noise  as  though  something 
was  irritating  the  throat.  Her  bill  has 
grown  of  a  deeper  yellow  color  than  the 
others,  and  she  has  a  sort  of  hunched  up 
look  and  does  not  appear  as  active  as  the 
others,  but  eats  fairly  well.  Some  nights 
on  the  roost  there  will  be  a  hoarse  rattle 
with  every  breath,  and  sort  of  labored 
breathing,  and  once  I  noticed  that  with 
every  rattle  of  the  breath  there  was  a  sort 
of  noise  from  the  vent." 

The  trouble  with  your  pullet  may  be 
one  of  two  things.  She  may  have  canker 
in  her  windpipe  or  throat  to  such  an  ex- 
tent that  it  chokes  her  up.  If  she  is  very 
bailly  distressed,  in  all  probability  she  has 
canker  in  windpipe.  This  must  be  re- 
moved in  some  way,  perhaps  by  pushing 
the  windpipe  as  far  towards  the  bill  as 
))ossil)]e  witli  one  hand,  and  scraping  the 
canker  oil'  with  a  fine  wire  which  has  been 
looped  at  the  end,  or  some  such  con- 
trivance; or  possibly  with  a  narrow  stick 
which  has  been  whittled  flat  on  two  f3ides 
until  it  is  quite  thin  and  round  pointed. 
\iU-r  that  is  done  it  would  be  a  good  idea 
to  take  a  feather  which  had  been  dipped 
in  glycerine  one-half,  and  water  one-half, 
swabbing  out  the  mouth  and  windpipe  as 
much  as  possible  every  iiour  or  two  to 
prevent  the  return  of  canker.  Then  this 
may  be  bronchial  trouble.  In  this  case, 
if  her  temperature  is  high,  it  would  be

well  to  give  her  one  or  two  grains  of 
quinine  a  day,  and  moisten  her  throat 
at  night  with  about  five  drops  of  Hayes' 
arabian  balsam.  You  may,  very  likely, 
be  able  to  help  this  trouble  very  much, 
but  probably  never  efiect  a  complete  cure. 

Rheumatism.  (C.  L. ) — "If  possible, 
will  you  please  give  me  some  advice. 
Have  a  cock  bird  that  has  lost  the  use  of 
his  legs,  am  afraid  it  is  rheumatism ;  1 
made  the  mistake  of  putting  sand  in  the 
coop  ill  December,  and  it  did  not  dry 
well,  but  froze  instead.  My  cock  froze 
his  wattles,  and  I  think  one  of  his  toes, 
because  it  has  turned  black,  but  that  does 
not  seem  to  hurt  him  when  I  touch  it;  if 
they  were  frozen  would  they  not  turn 
black?  The  hens  in  the  coop  with  him 
were  all  right,  none  frozen,  and  no  colds. 
He  began  by  sitting  down  occasionally, 
and  I  took  him  into  warm  quarters,  while 
now  he  cannot  use  his  legs  at  all,  does  not 
try  even.  I  have  given  him  medicine  for 
rheumatism — salicylic  acid  and  baking 
soda.  He  had  fever  for  some  days,  but 
does  not  seem  to  have  any  now,  as  he  is 
quiet.  His  feet  feel  very  hot.  He  eats 
well.  He  is  valuable  to  me,  and  I  would 
not  mind  how  much  trouble  it  made  if  I 
could  get  him  well  again." 

You  have  certainly  given  the  symptoms 
of  rheumatism,  and  you  have  treated  him 
well,  as  far  as  I  can  determine  from  what 
you  write.  It  is  a  hard  disease  to  conquer. 
In  addition  to  what  you  have  already 
done,  feed  a  lot  of  green  food  to  keep  the 
bowels  in  good  order.  Rub  his  legs  and 
hips  with  tincture  of  opium  or  warm 
witch  hazel  to  loosen  up  the  muscles  which 
have  become  contracted  by  the  disease. 
Wrap  with  flannel  after  rubbing. 

S.  C.  B.  Leghorns.    (R.  H.)— "Will 

you  please  answer  these  questions  in  the 
next  Farm-Poultry?  What  makes  S.  C. 
Brown  Leghorns'  heads  bald?  Will  you 
tell  me  who  won  the  prizes  on  S.  C.  B. 
Leghorns  at  the  Worcester  poultry  show? 
How  many  points  are  cut  for  red  spots  on 
S.  C.  B.  Leghorns'  earlobes. 

I  should  judge  it  was  lack  of  feathers, 
but  why  the  feathers  are  not  there,  I  can- 
not say  from  any  information  you  have 
offered.  They  have  been  simply  picked 
off.  They  may  have  come  ofl"  through 
disease.  You  can  find  out  who  won  the 
prizes  at  Worcester  by  writing  to  Mr. 
Fred  Midgley,  sec'y,  Worcester,  Mass. 
Red  spots  on  the  earlobes  would  be  cut 
from  one-half  to  one  and  one-half  usually, 
depending  upon  the  number  and  size  of 
same.  If  the  red  covered  more  than  one- 
half  the  surface  of  the  lobes,  the  bird 
would  be  disqualified. 

Down  Between  the  Toes.    (Z.  B.  B. ) 

— "  I  noticed  awhile  ago  that  some  of  my 
Leghorn  pullets  had  short  feathers  between 
their  toes.  When  I  caught  and  examined 
them  closely  I  found  that  fully  one-half  of 
them  had  such  feathers.  I  thought  before 
I  examined  them  that  I  would  not  breed 
from  any  that  had  such  feathers,  but  if  I 
don't  it  will  leave  me  very  short  for  breed- 
ing stock.  What  do  you  advise  me  to  do? 
What  will  prevent  fowls  having  scaly 
legs?  " 

This  is  probably  down,  and  not  feathers, 
according  to  a  strict  interpretation  of  the 
Standard.  Seepages  14  and  16  for  defini- 
tion of  down  and  feathers,  as  well  as  pages 
28  and  30  for  penalties  for  this  defect.  It 
is  not  quite  as  serious  a  matter  as  it  was 
under  the  old  Standards.  If  you  are 
breeding  for  stock  to  produce  eggs  merely, 
and  do  not  care  particularly  for  the  fancy

Hpeciniens,  I  should  advise  u.siiig  a  male 
from  8onie  otber  strain  and  a  strain  tbat 
showed  no  inclination  to  diHpla3-  tliiw  de- 
fect. If,  on  tlie  other  liand,  1  was  brt-ed- 
ing  f<»r  fancy  piirpo.se.s,  and  thought  a 
great  deal  of  the  .show  qualities  of  thi.s 
variety,  I  should di.scard  everyone  of  them 
uiiles.s  a  few  were  mnch  better  than  any  of 
tho."*'  that  did  not  sliow  this  defect.  You 
will  win  in  the  long  run  by  culling  closely. 
The  sure  way  to  prevent  scaly  legs  is  to 
keep  the  fowls  from  lice  of  all  kinds. 
Kerosene  applied  to  the  roosts  every  two 
weeks  in  snmnier  time,  and  every  four  in 
col<l  weather,  will  help  in  a  great  measure 
to  prevent  this  trouble.  The  same  agent 
apjilied  to  the  legs  of  the  attlicted  fowls 
will  stop  the  trouble.  If  the  fowl  is  a 
valuable  one,  with  yellow  legs,  mix  the 
kerosc;n(!  with  sweet  oil  —  two  i>arta  sweet 
oil  to  one  of  kerosene. 

Delayed  Hatches.  (E.  B.)— 'Why 
is  it  (jr  what  is  it  that  causes  a  tardy 
liatch,  i.  e.,  some  of  the  eggs  did  not 
hatch  until  the  2.)th  or  20th  day?  There 
was  no  mistake  about  the  date  of  setting. 
Eggs  were  laid  the  day  of  setting.  The 
eggs  placed  umler  one  hen  were  from  pul- 
lets and  cockerels,  while  those  under  the 
other  hen  were  from  hens  and  cocks  two 
years  old.  Poultry  have  free  range,  and 
are  .strong  and  vigorous.  Hens  were  not 
oft"  nests  longer  than  15  or  at  the  most  .30 
minutes  at  a  time.  All  eggs  were  marked, 
and  no  eggs  laid  by  (jtiier  hens  during  sit- 
ting {leriiid." 

In  all  my  e.xperience  the  chicks  have 
died  if  they  were  not  able  to  get  out  of  the 
eggs  lK-fi>re  that  time.  I  cannot  explain. 
If  all  the  eggs  hatched  at  that  time,  and 
you  were  certain  of  the  dates,  I  should 
conchule  that  the  hens  did  not  .settle  down 
to  work  very  soon,  and  the  eggs  did  not 
start  to  incubate  right  away. 

Has  He  Passed  the  Age  Limit?  (.1. 
W. ) — "  1  woulil  like  ti>  ask  you  concern- 
inga  four  year  old  cock, — if  he  isstillgood 
for  breeding.  He  is  a  fine  Barred  Ply- 
month  Ixock.  Ilis  wciglit  is  nine  and 
thn>e-(iuarters  pounds.  I  would  like  to 
give  him  six  or  seven  hens.  I  bought  him 
and  did  not  know  orthink  aboutthe  age." 

If  the  bird  is  healthy  and  all  right,  I 
see  no  reason  why  it  should  not  be  a  good 
breeder  this  year.  I  have  used  cock  birds 
four  years  old,  and  this  year  I  am  using 
one  that  is  five  years  old.  I  see  no  reasson 
why  they  should  not  do  the  work.  I 
slioulil  a<lvise  not  setting  too  many  eggs 
from  this  bird  until  the  pen  has  ha<l  a 
chance  to  be  out  doors  and  get  a  good  run 
for  some  time. 

White  Cross  with  Barred  Plymouth 
Rocks.  (G.  A.  P. ) — "  In  the  Ai)ril  num- 
ber F.-P. ,  \V.  H.  B.  asks  what  a  cross  of 
Wiiite  l.,«'giu)rn  male  and  Barred  Ply- 
mouth Rock  females  would  result  in.  I 
have  bred  it  time  and  time  again,  and 
it  has  always  resulted  in  a  wliite  bird. 
The.<e  birds  were  always  great  layers  and 
larger  than  the  l>eghorn.  Brown  I^'g- 
horn  males  with  Barred  Plymouth  Rock 
females  n'sult  in  a  black  bird." 

As  the  writer  stated  in  the  April  num- 
iH'r,  he  has  m-ver  seen  the  cross,  but  did 
.see  some  White  Plymouth  Hock  males 
(rrossed  with  some  dark  l>arin>d  Plymouth 
Hock  females.  The  result  of  the  cross 
was  very  light  but  barn'd  males,  and  very 
dark  and  in  some  ca.-'es  black  females. 
The  information  (i.  A.  P.  gives  is  very  in- 
ten-sting,  and  raises  a  few  ([uestions  which 
I  have  submitted  to  him.  It  is  well  to 
state  that  the  Barred  Hock  females  that 
were  cro.«!sed  with  White  Hock  males  were 
what  are  known  as  cocken'l  i)red,  that 
is,  bn^l  to  produce  exliibition  cockerels, 
having  therefore  very  heavy,  cli>se  dark 
i)ars  and  dark  strong  undercolor.  If  the.^e 
females  had  been  of  the  light  order  with 
open  barring  and  of  the  pullet  mating, 
whidi  invariably  throws  light  males,  the 
results  n\ight  have  In'en  in  a  certain 
measuri>  the  ov^posite;  that  is,  the  birds 
might  havi'  bwn  white.  Tlie  n'sult  might 
be  different  when  a  I^'ghorn  male  is  useil 
than  when  a  Hock  male  is  used,  |x>rhaps 
because  of  greater  vigor  of  the  male. 

Advocates  Hamburgs.  (II.  C.  S. ) — 
"  I  have  not  been  on  your  subscription 
list  very  long,  but  1  notice  there  does  not 
seem  to  be  much  talk  or  many  ads.  of  S. 
S.  Hamburgs.  I  have  Invn  a  White  Wy- 
andotte specialist  until  a  little  over  a 


jear  ago,  when  I  purcha.sed  a  jjen  of  S. 
S.  Hamburgs.  They  have  so  niany 
good  traits  it  is  a  wcjnder  to  me 
why  they  are  not  bred  more  extensive- 
ly. Although  they  are  small,  they  are 
everlasting  layers  and  non-sitters;  al.so 
the  most  l)eautiful  in  general  apijearancc. 
Is  there  any  S.  S.  Hamburg  club?  If  so 
kindly  give  address  of  secretary." 

The  good  qualities  of  the  Hamburg  are 
certainly  not  overstated  in  this  c<jniniuni- 
cation.  There  is  a  Ilandjurg  Fanciers' 
Club,  of  which  .Mr.  Holiert  Treat  Paine, 
Jr.,  is  .secretary.  His  addre.ss  is  S3  State 
street,  Boston,  Mass. 

Feather  Picking.  ((;.  II.B.)—  "Ihave 
a  flock  of  jmllets  in  four  .separate  pens, 
1.7  in  each  pen,  and  1  am  having  trouble 
with  them  picking  feathers  from  each 
other.  They  |)ick  the  feathers  off  from 
aroimd  the  neck,  and  the  down  under  the 
tail;  some  are  all  bare  under  the  tail.  1 
give  them  gromnl  bone,  but  that  does  not 
stop  them.  Do  you  kn(jw  of  anything 
that  will  sto|)  them  from  eating  feathers? 
If  so  I  would  be  plea.sed  to  hear  from  you 
as  soon  as  convenieirt." 

The  one  grand  cure  for  feather  picking 
is  to  get  the  hens  running  outdoors.  After 
they  have  acquired  the  habit  and  are  con- 
fined in  the  houses  it  is  quite  a  dithcult 
matter  to  stop  it  altogether.  The  best 
way  is  to  trim  the  very  edge  of  the  upper 
anfl  lower  mandible,  the  point,  so  to 
speak.  It  is  only  necessary  to  take  oil' 
tlie  transparent  portion  at  the  very  point 
of  both  niandil)les.  It  is  a  good  idea  to 
feed  them  considerable  salt  in  the  mash, 
just  enough  so  that  you  can  just  barely 
taste  it  when  you  taste  the  mash  yourself. 
<iive  them  plenty  of  green  food  to  pick  at, 
an<l  considerable  fresh  cooked  meat.  Do 
not  start  them  on  this,  though,  all  at 
once,  but  commence  gradually.  Keep 
them  as  busy  as  possible,  and  give  them 
{)lenty  of  fresh  air.  This  is  about  all  that 
can  be  done,  except  that  a  cabbage  may 
be  hung  high  enough  in  the  pen  so  that 
they  are  obliged  to  jump  for  it.  This  is 
one  scheme  for  keeping  them  busy. 
Another  is  to  make  them  search  for  all 
their  grain,  and  feed  only  a  little  amount 
of  mash.  Also  see  that  they  do  not  sweat 
nights  by  crowding  on  the  roosts.  This 
is  another  way  of  saying  that  they  must 
have  plenty  of  fresh  air. 

Another  Phase  of  Feather  Pickuig. 
(H.  W.  H.)—"  Please  let  me  know  what 
to  do  with  an  individual  hen  to  stop  her 
from  feather  pulling.  Is  trimming  her 
beak  the  best?  What  about  bits?  Is  there 
any  other  remedy  you  can  suggest?  How 
should  I  trim  her  beak?  She  is  a  very 
valuable  ^breeder,  White  P.  Rock,  else  I 
would  kill  her." 

See  answer  to  G.  H.  B.,  this  issue.  The 
best  way  to  trim  a  beak  is  to  take  a  small 
flat  file  and  slowly  and  carefully  file  the 
very  end  of  the  top  and  bottom  "mandibles 
so  that  the  joints  of  each  do  not  come  to- 
gether tightly.  Thus  treated  the  birds 
may  Ije  able  to  curl  but  not  to  actually 
pull  the  feather  out.  The  beak  should 
not  be  tiled  or  cut  down  so  that  the  blood 
comes.  Bits  may  be  u,<ed,  but  if  jjossible 
get  along  without  them.  They  invariably 
cause  sore  mouths. 

The  Shipper  is  Responsible.  ( K.  "\V. 
F.) — "Recently  I  ordered  a  trio  of  a  certain 
brtH'der.  They  arrived  Friday  night.  Sat- 
urday morning  I  noticed  some  bloody 
droppings  on  the  board,  and  one  of  the 
pidlets  stood  around  listlessly  with  her 
feathers  ruttted.  Sunday  morning  the 
pullet  was  dead,  with  a  great  i)ile  of 
bloody  droni)ings,  and  a  section  about 
four  inches  long  stringing  from  her  vent. 
I  wrote  the  details  to  the  breeder,  who 
replied  that  he  did  not  consider  that  be  was 
to  l)lame  in  the  matter.  If  .several  days 
had  eUpsed  I  woidd  never  have  mentioned 
the  matter,  but  as  a  matter  of  fact,  the 
jiullet  must  have  bwn  oil"  before  it  was 
ship|)ed.  Plea.^e  give  me  your  opinion,  by 
letter,  as  to  your  judgment  in  the  matter. 
Would  you  consider  the  bn^der  should 
n>]>lace  the  i>ullet?  "

Delayed  Hatching.  (1>.  II. 
sold  to  a  friend  two  sittings  of  B.  P.  Kock 
eggs  which  he  \mt  under  hens  Easter  Sun- 
day, and  they  did  not  commence  to  hatch 
until  the  I'Sd  day.  The  L'4th  he  got  7 
chicks,  and  5  more  pipi)ed.  This  is  the 
third  case  with  us  this  year.  Tlu'y  arc 
very  lively  cliicks. 

The  delayed  hatches  are  usually  caused 
by  a  slow  start.  It  takes  longer  to  start 
incubation  in  cold  wt-ather  than  in  warui. 
l'erhai)S  the  I'ggs  were  put  into  a  cold  nest. 

Till-  hen  might  have  been  ott'  so  much 
before  incubation  actually  set  in  that  the 
required    heat    was    not  forthcoming. 

.\gain,  she  may  not  have  settled  down 
close  enough  to  her  work  right  away. 
Delays  are  quite  apt  to  occur  at  the  last 
period  of  hatching  owing  to  M"eak  chicks, 
tough  membranes,  or  extra  thick  shells. 
These  things  make  tlic  process  of  escaping 
from  the  shell  long  and  tedious. 

Leghorns  and  Houdans  as  Layers. 
(  E.  P.  ^1). — ■' Are  Leghoi'ns  considered 
to  be  a  good  winter  laying  breed?  If  they 
are  pushed  for  winter  production  can 
their  eggs  be  successfully  used  for  hatch- 
ing in  the  spring?  AVill  the  vigor  of  their 
oH'spring  lie  anyways  impaired?  If  Hou- 
dans are  such  prolific  layers,  why  is  it 
that  they  are  not  more  generally  u.sed  on 
egg  farms?  "What  are  the  objections  to 
this  fowl?  The  tliermometer  here  in 
winter  often  goes  below  zero.  Is  it  not 
best  to  buy  your  fovuidation  stock  from  a 
breeder  in  as  near  the  same  climate  as 
possible?" 

No  hen  or  breed  of  hens  should  be 
pushed  for  winter  eggs  if  they  are  to  be 
used  as  breeding  stock  in  the  spring.  The 
vigor  of  the  chick  will  certainly  be  im- 
paired if  so  forced.  Hatches  will  al.so  be 
poorer. 

Houdans  are  good  layers  and  good 
meaty  birds.  They  are  not  more  pojiular 
for  two  rciisons:  One  is  that  they  are  not 
much  better  if  any  better  layers  than  the 
American  varieties,  and  are  smaller. 
Their  appearance  does  not  apjieal  to  the 
fanciers  and  breeders  as  much  as  other 
varieties.  Many  do  not  like  the  top-knot, 
and  others  do  not  care  for  their  singular 
coloring. 

Colds  and  Rattles.  L.  .1.  M. — "  Some 
time  ago  I  bought  a  pen  of  pullets,  paying 
a  fancy  prices  for  them.  A\'hen  they 
reached  here  one  of  them  seemed  to  have 
a  cold,  and  then  three  others  had  the 
same  appearance.  I  have  given  them  a 
roup  cure,  but  it  did  not  seem  to  help 
matters.  Now  they  seem  to  cough  con- 
siderably, there  is  a  distinct  rattle  in  the 
throat,  and  one  has  an  odorless  di.^charge 
from  the  nose.  To  me  the  cough  seems 
loo.«er  than  it  was.  One  of  the  features 
that  to  me  seems  strange  is  that  one  of  the 
worst  cases  is  thoroughly  broody;  another 
of  the  pullets  has  a  partial  closing  of  the 
eyes.  Can  you  tell  ine  whether  this  is 
roup,  or  consumption,  and  what  is  the 
best  medicine  to  use?  I  took  pains  from 
the  first  to  keep  them  well  separated  from 
my  own  stock." 

The  rattle  in  the  throat  of  the  pullet, 
unless  taken  hold  of  at  once,  can  probably 
never  be  completely  cured  although  it  may 
bp  helppil  a  great  deal,  and  the  bird  may 
be  made  comfortable.     I  do  not  think 


this  is  consnnq>tion.  1'he  best  thing  to 
do  is  to  isi>late  the  bird  where  she  has 
])leiity  of  fresh  air  but  no  drafts;  theu  1 
should  wash  the  head  in  warm  watvv  to 
which  a  few  droi)s  of  carbolic  acid  had 
been  added — just  enough  to  givetlu'  water 
a  slight  carbolic  odor.  I  should  I'leanse 
the  nostrils  as  often  as  jiossible  by  gently 
pressing  thi'iu.  The  reason  the  ])ullet's 
eye  is  closing  up  is  probably  that  the  no.s- 
tril  has  dried  up  instead  of  running.  This 
may  be  heliu-d  by  placing  a  bit  of  vaseline 
ou  the  end  of  the  finger  and  ])ressiiig  it 
into  the  roof  of  the  mouth.  This  is  good 
for  jiullets  with  a  cold,  in  any  case.  It 
would  be  well  to  take  a  feather  that  had 
been  dipped    in  one-half  glycerine  and 


one-half  water,  and  swab  out  the  throat 
once  in  a  while.  I  believe  these  sinqile 
remedies  will  lix  the  birds  up  all  right  un- 
less they  are  very  bad.  I  have  liad  good 
success  doctoring  birils  with  such  trouble 
by  using  Cyphers  Incubator  Company's 
pills  Xo.  2. 

That  Inconsistent  Standard.  (P>.  P. 
V.  )  — ■•  \y\\y  should  the  Standanl  call  for 
birds  which  when  mated  together  will  not 
produce  standard  birds?  Seems  as  though 
this  is  going  far  from  nature,  and  adding 
conq)lications  to  breeding." 

This  opens  up  the  great  question  :  ' '  Are 
«('  wrong?"  Jh  the  whole  idea  of  the 
Standaril  wrong?  The  standard  in  some 
varieties  demands  that  the  sex  matc'h  in 
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-color  and  markings.  W'G  «ee  very  little 
of  this  among  the  birds  that  are  allowed 
to  mate  after  their  own  manner  of  selec- 
tion; yet  we  do  .sec  it.  The  spirit  of  the 
Standard  is,  perhaps^  that  beauty  is  to  be 
desired,  and  also,  that  beauty  should 
not  necessarily  interfere  with  utility.  How 
f;ir  this  doctrine  is  or  can  bo  madc^  cor- 
rect, it  isimj)ossihle  to  Hay.  The  standard 
for  each  variety  should  be,  and  in  most 
instances  is  Mvafle  by  the  more  i)rominent 
breeder  of  tliat  variety,  or  by  some  s[)e- 
cialty  chill  that  has  the  interest  of  that 
breed  or  variety  for  its  main  object.  Per- 
sonally, I  lielievc  it  would  be  imjiossible 
to  make  a  standard  of  which  your  ob- 
jection would  not  be  true.

The  Editor's  Question  Box. 


In  this  department  the  editor  will  answer  miscellaneous  ques- 
tions on  poultry  topics,  and  all  special  requests  for  his  personal 
views  which  can  be  answered  briefly.  Inquiries  will  be  answer :,d 
as  promptly  as  possible  and  as  nearly  as  may  be  in  the  order  in 
which  they  are  received. 


A  New  Idea.  (H.  E.  C.)— "I  read 
latfly  ill  an  incubator  cataloofiie,  that  eggs 
ought  never  to  be  set  on  tlie  .same  day 
tiiat  tliey  were  laid.  Also  that  very  round 
eggs  never  hatch.  What  is  your  opinion 
as  to  the  truths  of  these  two  statements?  " 

The  idea  that  tliere  could  be  any  pos- 
sible objection  to  .setting  an  egg  on  the 
day  it  was  laid,  is  entirely  new  to  me.  I 
would  like  to  hear  what  reasons  are  ad- 
vanced for  the  statement.  I  don't  know 
just  what  may  be  meant  by  "very  round 
eggs."  All  egg  that  is  round — spherical 
in  form  is  rarely  seen  except  in  very  small 
eggs  containing  no  yolks.  Eggs  which 
while  oval  are  "round"  as  compared 
with  the  common  run  of  eggs,  are  com- 
paratively common.  Some  people  say 
they  will  surely  hatch  pullets. 

Hatching  on  Shares.  (Miss  L.  L. ) — 
"Kindly  give  your  ojiinion  of  the  follow- 
ing question.  I  am  running  my  incubator 
for  another  party,  that  is,  he  furnishes 
the  eggs,  I  the  incubator,  oil,  and  labor. 
Am  to  receive  a  per  cent  of  the  chicks 
hatched,  as  payment.  It  appears  to  ine 
that  one-half  of  the  chicks  would  ije  al)out 
right.  I  am  to  make  the  division,  so  we 
will  not  quarrel  over  it.  At  the  same 
time  I  would  like  to  have  what  would  be 
fair.  The  other  party  has  five  incubators 
running,  but  had  a  surplus  of  eggs.  It 
may  interest  you  to  know  I  have  one 
huiuired  hens  and  am  very  successful  with 
them,  also  with  the  rearing  of  the  chicks, 
and  all  the  knowledge  I  have  about  it  I 
have  gained  from  Far.m-Poultry.  I  am 
looking  with  especial  interest  for  the  next 
lesson  in  ^lay  1st  paper." 

The  price  of  inculcating  eggs  is  usually 
$3  to  S4  per  100.  The  new  hatched-  chicks  ^ 
are  worth  about  10  to  15  cts.  each.  Sixty 
per  cent-is  a  fair  average  liatch.  Suppose 
this  is  a  100-egg  macliine,  and  the  hatch 
an  average  one.  A  division  of  the  chicks 
woulil  give  Miss  L.  30  chicks  worth  §3  to 
$4.50. 

Lice  Powders  and  Eggs.  (.1.  U). — 
"  JJo  some  louse  powders  injure  eggs  when 
well  dusted  when  set?  I  and  a  neighbor 
used  a  powder  wliich  has  a  very  strong 
odor  of  moth  balls,  and  on  testing  out  in- 
fertile eggs  we  tried  to  use  some  of  them, 
l)ut  found  them  very  strong  with  the 
powder  taste.  We  both  got  only  a  few 
chicks  from  15  eggs  each,  finding  them 
dead  in  shell  all  the  way  from  10  to  20 
days  old. ' ' 

I  cannot  say  positively  that  a  powder 
that  would  flavor  the  eggs  would  hurt  the 
embryo.  I  had  an  experience  similar  to 
the  above  some  years  ago,  aud  ever  after 
avoided  the  u.si^  of  strong  smelling  powders 
on  sitting  liens. 

Too  Many  Females  to  Male.  (A.  B. ) 
"  Would  like  to  know  why  my  eggs  don't 
hatch  better.  I  got  from  one  to  two  live 
chickens  to  a  sitting;  the  rest  will  be 
found  dead  in  tlie  shell,  and  are  full 
grown,  but  tiieir  inwards  would  be  rup- 
tured out  of  them.  The  cockerel  is  eleven 
months  old,  and  the  pullets  the  same  age. 
and  not  related.  They  are  in  good  healthy 
conditinn,  have  hiitl  very  well  all  winter. 
They  are  thoroughbred  R.  C.  R.  I.  Keds. 
The  piMi  consists  of  twenty  pullets  and 
one  cockerel.  Is  there  anything  that  I 
can  do  to  i>revcnt  this  trouble,  as  I  have 
ten  more  lieii.>!  sitting  at  present  ?  I  do 
not  use  an  inculiator." 

While  it  is  not  certain  that  that  is  the 
cause  of  the  trouble,  the  large  num- 
ber of  females  to  the  male  is  the  most 
proiiiineiit  cireum.-^tance  in  the  above 
statement  furnishing  a  possible  rea.«on 
for  the  condition  desi  rilicd.    (iood  fertil- 


ity and  vigorous  chicks  from  such  mat' 
ings  are  the  rare  exceptions,  not  the  rule: 
and  it  is  not  wise  to  reason  that  becau.<c 
someone  has  reported  .satisfactory  results 
under  such  conditions,  therefore  good  re- 
sults are  always  po.ssible.  Especially  in 
cool  weather  the  number  of  females  in 
the  breeding  pen  should  be  down  to  the 
minimum  of  numbers  usually  put  in  a 
mating  of  that  variety.  That  would  be 
in  this  ca.se  eight  or  ten  females.  What 
is  described  as  a  rupture  in  the  abo\e 
statement  is  simply  the  condition  of  the 
chick  prior  to  the  complete  absorption  of 
the  yolk. 

Columbian  Wyandottes.  (A.  J.  AV.) 
— "Will  you  tell  me  through  the  Question 
Box,  what  breeds  were  used  to  make  the 
Columbian  "Wyandotte?  I  was  short  of 
straight  R.  I.  Red  eggs  last  spring,  and 
put  a  Silver  Wyandotte  cockerel  with  some 
R.  I.  Red  hens,  and  got — well  a  number 
have  asked  me  where  I  got  my  C.  W.,  ami 
just  this  last  week  a  party  called,  stranger, 
and  wanted  to  buy  some  Columliian  Wy- 
andotte eggs  for  setting.  Needless  to  say. 
I  did  not  sell  him." 

Columbian  Wyandottes  were  produced 
in  several  ways.  ]\Ir.  B,  31.  Briggs  .says 
the  first  he  saw  were  produced  by  White 
Wyandotte  male  on  Barred  Rock  females. 
Mr.  Mcintosh  made  his  strain  1 13'  crossing 
Light  Brahmas  and  White  Wyandottes. 
A  correspondent  writing  some  time  ago 
said  he  had  some  from  White  Wyandotte 
on  R.  1.  Red. 

Building  Incubator  House.     (D.  .1. 

C.) — "  How  do  you  build  an  incubator 
house  about  12  x  12  ft.  x  10  ft.  high?  I 
have  read  your  book  for  beginners  that 
shows  a  pictiure  of  some,  but  it  is  not 
plain  to  me.  How  does  a  beginner  build 
an  incubator  house?  How  tliick  slioiiid 
tlie  walls  be?  What  shoul<l  lie  avoided  in 
building  it — stone  house?  .Vre  iiackers 
liable  to  make  it  cave  in?  Should  liackers 
be  used?  How  should  stones  be  laid — 
dry  and  pointed  up  afterwards,  or  in  mor- 
tar? Which  is  best  for  a  Iieginner  to  do 
himself,  not  hiring  outside  help?  A  wall 
about  18  inches  thick  ought  to  be  thick 
enough,  I  think — about  half  below  ground. 
How  should  the  .seams  look?  If  wall  is 
laid  dry  should  dirt  be  thrown  in  the 
holes  as  being  built?  " 

Mr.  C.'s  questions  go  beyond  the  in- 
formation generally  required  in  describ- 
ing the  construction  of  an  incubator  cel- 
lar. The  construction  of  a  wall  for  this 
purpose  would  not  necessarily  vary  in  anj- 
particular  from  the  construction  connuon 
for  cellar  walls  in  any  locality,  and  the 
various  questions  he  asks  are  points  for 
the  individual  to  decide  for  himself  ac- 
cording to  his  personal  preference  or  judg- 
ment or  ability.  If  a  man  can  do  the 
work  himself  and  has  the  opportunity  to 
do  it,  and  the  saving  of  cash  he  might 
make  in  that  way  is  a  consideration  with 
him,  it  would  be  better  to  do  it  hiiu.self. 
If  his  ability  to  do  the  work  in  a  satisfac- 
tory way  is  doubtful,  or  if  doing  it  inter- 
fen?s  with  other  work,  or  the  attempt  to 
do  it  himself  might  mean  too  great  delay 
in  completing  the  work,  it  would  be  ad- 
visable to  hire  the  work  done.  Mr.  C. 
seems  to  have  such  general  iileas  of  stone 
work  that  with  the  suggestion  I  have 
made  he  ought  etisily  to'determine  what 
to  do.  I  am  inclined  to  think  his  diHi- 
culty  is  in  supposing  the  stone  work  for 
an  incubator  cellar  in  some  re.><pects  unique 
and  calling  for  peculiar  construction  to 
adapt  it  to  its  .special  i)urpose. 

Cause  of  Large  Eggs.     (H.  F.  S. ) —

by  a  R.  I.  lied  pulU't.  On  Ai)ril  \h  I  p.t 
an  (%'^'  tliat  nu'asiirod  (i  x  7}.,  iiiclics,  and 
tiiday,  Aiiril  L'U,  I  f;ot  anoflior  larj;i' c^'j,' 
tliat  iMi'asiin's  S  x  S^.j  inelios.  'lliis  last 
e}?g  in  h^uiucwliiit  onislR'd,  and  iiisidi' of  it 
can  111-  .s(vn  a  well  fornu'd  fair  sii»i'd  lianl 
slu'llcd  i')Si^.  This  latttT  cj;^'  isi  now  iH'inii 
vicwi'd  by  my  near  nt'i^libt)rs,  and  J  w  ill 
retain  it  to  bo  viewed  i)y  all  those  who 
may  wish  to  see  it.  Can  you  tell  what 
causes  this  abnormal  deVi'lopmeiit?  Tiie 
lirst  named  egg  was  placed  in  an  incu- 
bator." 

Such  large  eggs  and  monstrosities  in 
egg  production  result  from  irregular  action 
of  tlie  "  ogg "  organs.  Just  wliat  causes 
them  to  take  the  developmi'uts  they  do  we 
do  not  know.  They  j)robably  follow  no 
rule  or  law.  They  are  freaks,  to  be 
looked  at  with  curiosity  as  long  as  they 
are  novel,  but  not  to  he  encouraged.  The 
practical  thing  to  do  in  such  cases  is  to 
try  to  get  the  hen  in  proper  condition 
again — and  have  her  lay  normal  eggs. 

Troubles  With  Chicks.  i  ( '.  T. ) — 
"This  has  been  my  lirst  e.Ki>erii'n>(' with 
young  chicks,  and  1  have  found  that  the 
most  diHii'ult  i)art  of  the  chicken  business 
is  the  raising  of  chicks  one  day  old.  I 
penned  one  hundred  chicks  which  were 
sent  from  a  farm  about  eight  hundred 
miles  from  hen',  four  weeks  ago.  1  fe(l 
them  with  regular  I'hick  food,  l)y  the  dry 
feuding  method,  as  reconunended  by  the 
prominent  i)oultrymen,  ke()t  the  temper- 
ature between  S.")^  and  lOU^,  in  a  brooder 
of  wliich  the  hover  is  3  ft.  x  .3  ft.  (iin., 
and  the  scratching  room  .'!  ft.  (i  in.  x  4  ft., 
well  lighteil  and  ventilated,  ami  placed  in 
a  house  10  ft.  x  10  ft.  I  had  a  very  high 
rate  of  death,  and  up  to  date  tliere  are 
about  forty  dead  chicks.  The  half  of 
those  remaining  are  more  or  less  lame  on 
their  fei-t.  The  droiipingsdonot  fall  from 
them,  but  cling  to  them,  and  form  a  liard 
dry  lump.  I  think  this  is  due  probably 
to  being  chilled  in  the  transportation,  or 
from  the  bottom  of  the  brooder.  I  would 
be  very  glad  if  you  could  give  nie  any 
practical  advice  in  a  ciise  like  this." 

The  day  old  chick,  shipped  from  a  dis- 
tance, is  apt  to  prove  an  uiicertain  quan- 
tity. S<»me  of  them  seem  none  the  worse 
for  a  long  trip;  some  go  wrong  from  the 
time  they  are  received,  and  the  cause  of 
tlu^  trouble  cannot  always  be  locat*'d. 
Kven  the  most  expert  incubator  o]ierat(jrs 
hatch  some  lots  of  chicks  that  would  not 
Uvi;  under  any  conditions.  If  such  a  lot 
3  sliip[)ed  at  a  day  old  the  purcha.ser  may 
>»e  doing  everything  he  does  right,  or  may 
be  doing  some  things  alt(jgether  wrong. 
The  chicks  will  die  anyway.  In  this  case 
'.he  range  of  temperature  of  the  brooder 
iias  been  rather  wide,  and  if  the  chicks 
•vere  suljjected  to  either  extreme  of  tem- 
perature long  at  a  time,  they  might  sutler 
seriously  on  that  account,  even  if  none 
the  worse  from  their  traveling  experience. 

Canker.  (('.  .1.  F. )— "  On  the  7th  I 
set  a  hen,  and  about  a  week  later  she 
took  what  I  think  was  a  cold.  She  had 
great  difficulty  in  breathing.  I  took  a 
feather  and  stripped  it  and  swaljbed  her 
mouth  and  throat  with  kerosene  oil.  The 
next  day  she  seemed  better,  but  the  next 
day  after  she  was  as  bad  as  over  again.  I 
repeated  the  treatment,  but  she  died  the 
following  day.  When  I  found  her  she 
was  ofl'  the  ne.st  dead.  I  cut  her  throat 
open  and  there  was  ;i  canker  at  the  larynx, 
and  her  throat  was  tilled  with  a  white 
hard  cheesy  substance.  1  could  see  oidy 
the  one  canker,  and  her  mouth  was  clear. 
Now  I  would  like  your  opinion  as  to  what 
was  the  matter  with  her,  an<l  what  would 
have  been  the  proper  treatment?" 

I  don't  think  we  can  get  an  opinion  of 
nuich  value  on  cases  like  this  without 
expert  exiUnination.  Superficially  this 
vvf)uld  probably  l)e  clas.sed  as  a  cankerous 
development  from  a  cold,  but  I  think  that 
a  great  many  such  cases  result  from  in- 
juries, and  the  "  canker"  develops  not  as 
in  (li])litlieritic  rouj),  but  by  processes  and 
for  reasons  which  it  would  take  an  M.  I), 
to  explain.  When  a  poultryman  has  such 
a  ca.se  the  best  treatment  is  the  axe.  i'.ut 
it  would  be  a  good  thing  if  we  could  have 
a  lot  of  these  ai)parent  cases  of  canker  or 
roup  carefully  examined  and  compared. 
Such  investigation  would  quite  surely  lead 
to  a  more  discriminative  discussion  of 
cases  of  this  cla.ss.  As  it  is  now  we  dis- 
tinguish mostly,  two  kinds  of  "canker," 
and  know  not  very  much  about  either. 


Moldy  Corn.  ({".  S. )— "  1  have  half 
a  l)arrel  of  cracki'd  corn  which  has  be- 
conie  moldy.  Can  you  tell  me  of  any 
use  I  can  make  of  it?" 

None — except  to  mix  it  with  the  compost 
heap.    It  will  tlo  for  fertilizer.

ber; "they  wen>  fed  entirely  by  the  dry 
feeiliiig  method,  and  kept  in  confinemeiiV 
from  the  time  thi^y  came  from  the  shell, 
hou.«ed  in  opini  front  houses,  the  curtains 
l>eing  up  in  all  kinds  of  weather  during 
tlie  ihiy,  and  simply  dropped  down  and 
fastened  at  night,  and  1  think  that  a 
healthier,  brighter,  and  more  vigorous  lot 
of  Reds  it  would  be  hard  to  find.

some  of  the  earliest  chicks  are  sold  for  broilers  if  tin'  l.uiKliii-rs -ret  ovi  ri  niwdol,  lu- 
usually  i)roilui-os  in  the  course  of  the  year  eonsiilerahly  over  5,000  chicks,  while  he 
has  on  hand  also  about  400  laying  hens.  Thus  the  work  on  the  farm,  durinjj;  a  con- 
siderable i)art  of  each  year,  is  the  work  of  carin<;  I'nr  aiiproxiniately  5,000  chickens. 

In  the  small  hou.s:'s  the  chicks  are  fed  by  the  licpinT  system.  As  shown  in  one  of 
the  illustrations,  there  is  a  hopper  largt>  enough  to  hold  a  hag  of  grain  in  each  house. 
There  is  also  a  small  hopper  for  beef  scraps.  Water  is  given  in  six  quart  wooden 
pails.  For  green  food  the  chicks  ,gi>t  grass,  or  if  this  is  in  too  linuted  quantities,  or 
not  available  because  of  tiie  snow,  cut  hay. 

The  liouses  are  seldom  cleaned  out.  It  is  never  done  n^gularly.  i\Ir.  Smith  says  he 
used  to  clean  often  ami  at  ([uitc  regular  intervals,  but  now  a  house  may  be  used  for 
an  entire  season  without  the  droppings  being  removed. 

This  particular  kind  of  neglect  saves  a  great  deal  of  labor,  and  under  favorable 
conditions  tloes  not  preceiHibly  aflect  the  development  of  the  chicks.  The  favorable 
conditions  are  droppings  normal,  a  fair  proportion  of  tine  weather  in  which  the 
cliicks  can  be  much  out  on  the  ground,  and  the  houses  open  practically  all  the  time. 

The  laying-breeding  stock  is  kept  in  continuous  houses  with  yards.  Yard  accommo- 
dations are  more  liberal  than  on  most  intensive  poultry  plants,  but  the  conditions  for 
the  breeding  stock  are  more  intensive  than  I  consider  advisable  for  continued  good 
results.  The  hens  are  given  a  dry  nuish  of  equal  parts,  by  measure,  of  Indian  meal, 
middlings,  and  ground  oats,  with  %  part  of  beef  scrap.  For  scratching  feed  they  get 
a  mixture  of  1  part  wheat,  1  jnirt  barley,  1  part  oats,  3  parts  cracked  corn,  fed  in  litter; 
shell,  grit,  and  charcoal  are  before  them  at  all  times,  and  they  are  fed  frequently  and 
liberally  on  cut  second  crop  hay. 

The  question  that  was  uppermost  in  my  thoughts  in  the  hours  I  spent  on  this  plant, 
discussing  every  feature  of  it  with  the  proprietor,  and  of  course  going  over  much 
ground  and  mentioning  many  more  matters  than  it  is  possible  to  introduce  in  an 
article,  was: — How  is  this  plant  conducted  with  so  little  labor,  and  at  the  same  time 
kept  in  such  good  condition,  and  manifesting  such  general  evidences  of  prosperity? 

As  I  looked  into  the  situation  then,  and  have  since  thought  it  over,  I  have  come  to 
the  conclusion  that  the  results  obtained  here  are  due  principally  to  three  things: 

(1)  .    The  almost  complete  elimination  of  unnecessary  labor  and  expense. 

(2)  .    The  application  of  so  many  labor  saving  devices,  most  of  them  simple,  and 

making  separately  small  sanngs,  but  altogether  producing  a  very  marked 
saving. 

(3)  .    The  unusual  (not  phenomenal)  average  of  results,  which  makes  the 

amount  of  lost  labor  very  small.     This  high  average  of  results  depends 
largely  on  the  other  two  conditions  mentioned. 
Let  me  say  something  further  on  each  of  these  points: 

It  is  a  question  in  my  mind  whether  a  beginner  in  poultry  keeping  or  in  a  new  line 
of  poultry  keeping  may  safely  follow  at  the  start;  those  experienced  poultrymen  who  in 
various  ways  and  diflVrent  degrees  depart  from  the  conditions  we  may  term  ideal.  In 
nij'  own  experience,  and  as  I  have  ob.served  the  experiences  of  others,  it  has  seemed 
to  me  that  it  is  only  alter  one  has  attained  a  considerable  skill  in  handling  fowls  and 
a  maturity  of  judgment  in  dealing  with  them  that  he  can  take  advantage  of  the  possi- 
bilities of  prolitably  neglecting  them  in  various  ways — with  any  reasonable  assurance 
that  the  results  will  justify  his  so  doing. 

"While  it  seems  that  many  experienced  poultrymen  may  and  do  get  satisfactory 
results  wliile  careless  and  negligent  in  many  matters  in  which  the  greater  number  of 
poultrymen  are  careful,  it  seems  also  that  results  rarely  warrant  the  easygoing 
methods  in  poultry  culture,  except  wdien  used  by  those  who  have  come  to  them  after 
a  period  of  training  and  success  by  careful  methods.  So  I  would  recommend  the  prac- 
tices of  those  who  minimize  labor,  not  for  immediate  imitation  by  the  beginner,  but 
as  features  of  a  state  of  independence  from  the  drudgery  of  poultry  culture,  which  the 
successful  poultry  keeper  ought  finally  to  attain. 

Of  labor  saving  devices  ^Ir.  Smith  has  many  more  than  it  would  be  possible  to 
describe  here.  The  most  important  is  the  electric  regulator  for  the  brooder.  The 
original  regulator  was  a  home  made  contrivance.  The  works  of  an  old  clock,  a  little 
battery,  and  various  odd  articles  were  combined  to  make  the  first  model.  Such  a  reg- 
ulator relieves  the  operator  of  the  nece.ssity  of  closely  watching  his  brooder  heat. 
Hundreds  of  operators  of  incubators  and  brooders  never  get  a  satisfactory  night's 
rest  while  their  machines  are  in  operation.  They  sit  up  late  at  night,  and  rise  early 
in  the  morning,  and  dream  about  the  machines,  not  bccau.se  they  are  cranks  on  the 
subject,  but  because  they  know  that  there  is  the  ever  present  possibility  of  things 
going  so  wrong  in  a  few  hours  that  the  work  of  days  and  weeks  goes  for  nothing. 
Such  a  device  as  this  saves  a  little  work.  It  saves  a  great  deal  of  worry,  leaving  the 
poultryman  in  so  much  better  condition  to  do  effective  work. 

I  descrilied  the  method  of  tilling  the  lamps.  Nothing  expensive  or  elaborate  here, 
but  a  saving  in  the  course  of  a  season  that  is  well  worth  while.  There  is  a  feed  mixer 
— riggeil  up  from  an  old  Ijarrel,  an  old  table,  etc. — practically  made  of  things  going  to 
loss,  and  yet  neat  and  serviceable.  It  represents  a  few  dollars  saved  in  equipment. 
So  it  is  all  through  the  plant. 

The  low  percentage  of  los.ses — the  general  high  average  of  results,  is  due  in  part  to 
the  conditions  described  in  the  first  two  points  mentioned,  but  it  is  in  itself  an  impor- 
tant item  in  labor  saving.  When  a  man  has  a  plant  with  certain  equipment — of  a 
certain  capacity,  it  may  be  said  that"  his  first  object  is  to  have  the  plant  operating  to 
its  full  capacity.  Now  in  a  business  like  the  growing  of  soft  roasters,  when  lo.s.ses  in 
eggs  and  young  chicks  are  considerable,  it  means  that  a  great  deal  more  work  has  to 
be  done  to  fill  the  plant  to  its  capacity.  It  means,  too,  that  the  extra  work  is  going 
to  come  "  in  bunches,"  and  interfere  with  and  retard  all  the  work. 

The  losses  here  have  been  reduced  to  tolerable  proportions  in  part  by  the  thorough 
study  of  the  business  that  has  been  made,  and  in  part  by  the  economies  of  time  and 
labor  that  have  contributpd  to  conditions  in  which  each  essential  matter  got  its 
necessary  attention.    In  a  word,  the  different  things  to  be  done  have  been  properly

tliii.j,'  onu  can  hire  done  for  hiui.  It  is  a  i)roblera  tliat  has  to  1^  worked  out  on  eacli 
plant  separately.  It  helps  to  know  what  others  are  doing,  and  iiow  they  do  tilings; 
but  unless  it  is  in  a  rnan  to  work  it  out  f^r  hiiu=<  lf  he  is  )<ot  L'oinir  tu  a  r>erma- 
nent  success  in  the  business. 

This  plant  began  small  and  grew,  tiruwlhdid  Jiot  come  easily.  The  plant  repre- 
sents a  lot  of  hard  work  and  hard  thinking.  I  could  not  help  asking  myself  as  I 
left  the  farm  the  question  which  nearly  always  comes  up  in  connection  with  success 
ill  poultry  culture:  Would  this  man  have  done  better  for  himself  in  some  other 
line?  Would  Mr.  Smith  Ije  better  oil"  today  if,  instead  of  turning  to  poultry  culture, 
he  had  gone  into  something  else  in  the  general  line  of  his  previous  experience?  I 
did  not  ask  him  the  question.  Perhaps  he  could  not  have  answered  it  if  he  would, 
liut,  I  think  it  may  be  said  that  whether  he  might  have  done  better  in  something 
else,  he  has  achieved  in  poultry  keeping  a  position  where  he  is  independent  of  com- 
petition and  tariff  changes.  He  has  a  comfortable  home,  a  good  farm,  a  substantial 
income,  and  the  years  of  struggle  to  attain  this  position  of  independence  have  made 
no  wearing  impression  on  him. 


Are  They  Absolutely  Automatic? 


EDITOR  Fakm-Poiltry  :— What  do 
you  imderstand  by  ' '  self  regulat- 
ing" in  an  incubator?  Now  there 
urv-  many  inculjator  manufacturers  who 
warrant  their  incubators  to  control  the 
heat  in  the  egg  chamber  regardless  of  out- 
sidi!  conditions,  claiming  that  once  the 
regulator  is  set  at  103"  it  will  stay  at  that 
temperature  throughout  the  hatch.  Now 
my  ex[)erience  in  using  many  kinds  of  in- 
cuiiators  is  that  I  have  to  control  the 
lieat  by  the  lamp  flame,  being  very  careful 
to  see  that  I  have  the  same  aiiKjunt  of 
flame  after  trimming  the  wick.  If  I  turn 
it  higher  than  before  it  quickly  gets  too 
li(jt.  I  turn  the  flame  lower  and  lower  as 
the  hatch  progresses,  until  I  sometimes 
liave  to  extinguish  the  light  for  hours  at 
the  last  of  the  hatch. 

I  liavt^  placed  two  incubators  of  the 
Kime  make  in  the  same  room,  unhooked 
the  dise  that  is  said  to  control  the  heat, 
placing  a  nail  under  it  so  as  to  have  it 
open  a  little,  and  tilled  them  both  with 
tin;  same  kind  of  eggs,  and  hatched  as 

freat  a  per  cent  with  the  one  as  the  other, 
have  used  one  that  way  five  times  in 
one  season,  always  with  success.  I  think 
if  operators  of  incubators  of  all  kinds 
would  be  more  careful  of  their  lamps,  tak- 
ing note  how  high  the  flame  is  before  they 
trim  it,  turning  it  lower  as  the  hatch  nears 
the  21st  day,  not  trusting  it  to  the  regu- 
lator to  control  the  heat,  there  would  be 
far  less  failures  with  incubators.  I  have 
used  incubators  many  years,  and  never 
depend  on  the  regulator  to  control  the 
iieat,  and  never  failed  to  hatch  a  good 
10  percent  of  chicks.  Here  is  a  specimen 
of  warrant  of  one  incubator. 

I'millvdn  Automatic: — Trim  the  wick; 
fill  the  lamp ;  turn  the  eggs,  and  the  reg- 
ulator will  take  care  of  the  temperature. 

Now  is  this  possible?   Have  I  and  all 
the  users  of   incubators  that   I  am  ac- 
(luainted  with  used  all  the  care  and  atten- 
tion fi^r  nothing?"        Geoi{ge  H  Foss. 
Hopkinton,  N.  H. 

Incubators  frequently  do  go  through  the 
liatch  and  make  a  very  successful  hatch 
with  the  regulator  regulating — and  the  op- 
erator giving  the  madiiue  no  attention  be- 
yiind  what  the  specimen  of  instructions 
Air.  F.  gives  requires. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  jioint  ^Ir.  F. 
raises  is  not  a  question  of  the  accuracy  of 
regulators,  hut  of  skill  anil  good  judgment 
in  the  seemingly  simjile  matter  of  the  care 
of  the  lamps.  The  manufacturer's  state- 
ment as  to  the  n>gulator  a.ssumes  that  that 
is  projH'rly  done,  and,  I  think,  most  of 
the  manufacturers  in  their  diiTctions  for 
operating  tell  how  to  care  for  the  lamp, 
and  emphasize  the  importance  of  doing 
it  right.  We  must  consider  statements 
like  that  quoted  in  connection  with  other 
instructions,  not  indejH'udently. 

With  this  qualification  1  think  we  could 
admit  the  claim  of  "  self-n>gulating"  for 
the  best  makes  of  incubators. 

But  what  aivwe  to  understand  by  that? 
Certainly  not  that  the  n-gulator  will  take 
caR»  of  the  heiit  regariUess  of  tenqn'rature 
outside  the  machine,  or  that  it  will  work 
accurately  in  spite  of  faults  of  the  oj^erator. 

Self  rcgulatiiKj  means  self  jvgulating 
within  the  narrow  limits  between  approx- 
imately correct  conditions  and  dangerous 
conditions.  It  means  that  with  the  op- 
erator's work  proi^erly  done  and  the  out- 
side conditions  generally  suitable,  the  reg- 


ulator will  relieve  the  operator  of  the  most 
of  the  responsibility  for  maintaining  the 
temperature  at  the  proper  degree. 

Experienced  operators  generally  defend 
on  the  regulator  except  in  extraordinary 
conditions.  When  such  conditions  exist, 
as  in  an  extreme  high  wind  or  a  very  cold 
spell,  or  a  hot  wave,  they  give  their  ma- 
chines closer  attention  than  at  other  times. 
It  may  not  Ije  necessary  to  do  anything 
for  them.  The  regulator  may  work  ac- 
curately, and  nothing  happen  beyond  its 
ability  to  keep  the  temperature  in  the  ma- 
chine right,  but  the  wise  operator  with  a 
lot  of  eggs  in  process  of  incubation  does 
not  take  chances  beyond  what  his  judg- 
ment warrants. 

I  think  most  operators  of  long  experi- 
ence would  say  that  it  was  as  great  a  mis- 
take not  to  take  advantage  of  the  very 
efficient  help  of  a  good  regulator,  as  to 
leave  everything  to  the  regulator.

EDITOR  F.vrm-Polltky:— Since  the 
iirti'le  appeariiif^  in  Mardi  15tli 
K.-l'.,  I'aptinncii  "  C\>st  (if  Rearinj; 
Fall  CliirUs,'"  has  iH'en  iiriiiti'd,  the  writer 
has  hail  iimneroiis  imjiiiries  as  tu  what  n'- 
sults  have  lu-en  obtained  from  the  pulii'ts 
of  that  lot  of  fall  chicks.  To  satisfy  these 
in<iuirers  it  stn-nis  to  nie  that  perhaps  it 
wouKlbe  proiRT  for  me  to  ^ive  a  report 
of  what  they  have  accomplished  np  to  the 
present  time  in  regard  to  their  coiitrilin- 
tions  to  the  supply  of  eg^'  fruit. 

The  cockerels  were  sold  Feb.  otli,  there 
beinir  l>!l  of  them,  and  ;!")  pullets.  One  of 
the  pullets  iK-inj^  a  runt,  was  disposed  of 
at  the  same  time  with  the  cockerels,  leav- 
in<r  :U.  Feb.  iL'th  the  lU  were  RMnoved 
from  tiie  two  colony  houses  in  which  they 
haii  siR'ut  the  winter,  and  were  [daced  in 
a  house  8  x  Ki,  single  j)itch  roof,  facing 
southeast.  The  first  laying  was  on  Feb. 
17,  wlu'U  two  eggs  were  obtaiiu'd.  On 
March  I'l'th  one  of  the  pullets  was  found 
dead  on  the  nest,  having  ap|)arently  ruj)- 
tured  herself  in  la^'in*  aM  nnnsually  large 
egg.  Three  of  thesr  pullets  becoming 
broody,  were  set  ]Marcli  2.Sd,  and  have  so 
far  proved  good  incubators.  The  egg 
record  to  April  1st  is:  Feb.,  53;  March, 
4(jS;  total,  4o  days,  521  eggs,  or  43  dozen 
and  5. 

These  eggs  brought  the  sum  of  !?ll.t)5, 
an  average  of  a  trifle  over  25  cents  per 
dozen  at  the  door.    The  cost  of  food  for 


the  pullets  from  the  time  the  cockereL-i 
were  sold,  Feb.  5,  (the  cockerels  puid  for 
feed  for  themselves  and  the  pullets  up  to 
the  time  they  were  sold),  was  $7.44,  or  a 
little  over  one-thinl  of  a  cent  for  each 
bird. 

The  feeding  consisted  of  two  light  feeds 
of  mixed  scratching  grain  in  litter,  daily, 
hopper  of  dry  mash  and  beef  str  aps,  and 
vegetables  (cal)bage  or  mangels)  daily. 

Some  of  the  pulli'ts  are  np  to  standard 
weight,  and  some  are  not,  but  wt;  do  not 
think  they  will  ever  quite  gain  the  size  of 
those  hatclu'd  in  the  spring  of  the  year, 
but  they  look  very  bright  and  rugg(>d.  It 
will  l)e  ol)S(>rvcd  from  the  egg  record 
given  that  these  pullets,  starting  in  to  lay 
when  the  entire  number  averaged  less 
than  53i>  months  old,  gave  in  the  first  4:! 
(hiys  of  "their  laying  an  average  of  12  eggs 
a  (lay  from  the  bunch.  This,  it  seems  to 
me,  is  good,  considering  their  age,  and 
considering  the  fact  that  several  of  the 
slower  maturing  ones  have  not  laid  up  to 
the  i)resent  time. 

Probably  the  accomplishments  of  these 
birds  will  seem  to  many  as  being  rather 
"  small  potatoes,"  and  such  may  be  truly 
the  fact,  and  the  simple  point  which  the 
writer  wished  to  make  in  regard  to  the 
matter  is  that  this  merely  shows  w  hat  has 
V)een  done  in  fact,  not  in  theory.

EDITOR  F.UJM-Poi  LTKv:— .My  answer 
to  Mere  Poultryman's  Prayer  to 
Agrippe,  page  198,  April  1st  issue 
of  F. -P.,  is: 

0  Paragon  of  Suppliants,  that  by  voic- 
ing oui  own  ox-alted  opinion  of  ourself 
straightway  findeth  a  soft  place  in  our 
heart,  so  that  what  we  must  answer  thee 
grieves  us,  thou  art  not  to  be  blamed  for  that 
thou  wast  born  a  poet,  and  that  thy  fancy 
foils  thy  reason  ;  that  thy  periods  are  line, 
thy  percentages  faulty,  thy  expectations 
fatuous.  But,  blameworthy  or  not,  those 
who  pray  for  unreasonable  things  must 
l^e  treated  accordingly;  so,  while  we 
have  kept  with  thee  as  long  as  we  can, 
turning  toward  thee  our  deaf  ear  save 
wuen  thy  just  praise  of  us  has  lent  to  thy 
voice  irresistible  sweetness,  now  that  thou 
Uast  in  thought  entered  thj^  hencoop  with 
'.hy  silk  hat  on  and  thy  white  tie  and 
.satin  slippers,  we  refuse  to  bear  witness 
:o  the  spectacle  thou  pre.sente.^t,  and  leave 
/hee  there. 

Mere  Poultryman,  in  his  mockery  of 
me,  gives  evidence  of  that  quality  which 
leads  one  to  follow  the  beaten  path, — a 
trait  generally  termed  conservatism,  hav- 
ing at  times  more  than  a  da.sh  of  stupid- 
ity, but  generally  speaking  a  sign  of  good 
conmion  sense. 

Now,  Mr.  Editor,  I  will  take  np  your 
criticism,  which  is  as  fair  as  it  is  wide  of 
the  mark,  and  that  is  very  fair  indeed. 
That  lamp  will  do  as  an  example.  In  the 
first  place,  it  is  not  under  the  water;  but 
we  will  let  that  trifle  pa.ss.  If  I  had  to 
tend  that  lamp  daily,  why  reduce  water 
carrying  to  once  a  week?  Your  other 
point,  "absent  treatment"  where  you 
speak  of  egg  record  keeping  and  the  rest, 
is  faulty  on  the  face  of  it.  Such  a  record 
has  no  more  to  do  with  the  keeping  of 
poultry  than  noting  the  watur  and  gas 
meter  registers  in  my  house  haa  to  do  with 
maintaining  a  pumping  station  or  a  gas 
plant.  The  egg  record  maker  was  never 
in  my  coop  for  any  useful  purpo.se.  That 
attenti<m  to  my  lamp  came  about  as  fol- 
lows: I  went  to  >sew  York,  gave  the 
poultry  a  supply  of  food  and  water,  and 
directed  that  if  a  cold  snap  came,  water 
should  be  carried  in  daily,  this  direction 
lieing  given  to  a  hired  member  of  .my 
household  whose  connection  with  the 
coop  consists  in  taking  the  garbage 
from  the  kitchen,  and  who  sometimes 
gathers  some  eggs,  the  general  proposition 
of  "willing  hands"  being  a  flight  of 
fancy;  I  thought  it  might  be  so  outside 
of  my  own  family,  and  accept  your  cor- 
rection cheerfully. 

1  devised  a  heater  the  .second  year,  and 
it  cost  me  fifteen  dollars.  I  still  use  it, 
bat  have  this  year  made  another  that. 


outside  of  a  22-inch  wash  tub  and  the 
lamp,  cost  me  fifteen  cents,  and  is  better. 
The  lamp  has  two  J^-inch  round  wick 
burners,  no  chimney.  Each  burner  con- 
sumes one  pint  of  oil  a  week  when  lighted, 
filling  being  required  about  once  a  month. 

When  a  cold  enap  comes  I  light  one  or 

both  wicks,  which  last  without  attention 
from  three  to  seven  days,  whei^  the  scale 
which  gradually  forms  has  to  be  knocked 
off,  .ay,  by  a  match,  or  the  light  will  go 
down  and  out.  Now,  this  woman,  notic- 
ing the  lamp  when  the  cold  snap  came  lit 
it,  and  so  lugged  no  water.  I  had  njit 
thought  of  her  doing  it. 

I  am  not  positive  that  water  keeps  fresh 
enough  when  supplied  once  a  week  in 
winter.  I  have  sealed  it,  removed  the 
seal,  allowed  the  hens  to  (Irink  from  the 
pond,  and  have  seen  no  ditt'erence.  I  am 
not  sure  that  I  can  continue  to  feed  once 
a  week  and  maintain  good  results,  but,  if 
not,  luck  has  so  far  been  with  me.  I  will 
illustrate  my  position  by  an  experience  of 
many  years  ago,  when  I  started  for  the 
Hestigouche  river  to  camp  alone;  was 
joined  by  two  natives, — wardens,  who 
took  me  and  my  provisions  into  their  log 
camp,  which  was  purposely  placed  near  a 
log  jam  that  yielded  an  unfailing  supply 
of  trout.  The  campers  set  up  certain 
reciprocal  food  relations  with  a  farm 
house  near  by  in  the  wilderness,  and  I 
fished  with  them  for  trout  for  that  family 
to  salt  down  for  the  coming  winter  sup- 
plies. Now,  that  was  not  a  hardship. 
To  go  to  the  banks  with  tho.se  who  fish 
there  for  a  living,  and  get  that  supply 
would  be  different,  but  not  in  comparison 
any  more  .so  tlian  that  lietvveen  snjiplying 
my  household  with  eggs  the  past  two 
year,« — and  when  I  did  it  by  the  methods 
u.<ed  by  those  who  get  a  living  from 
poultry.
